We are greatly interested in this book, and for 
two reasons. First, personally. Second, for the good 
of the eause, for the sake of enlightening the 
average Man and woman on a most important 
theme. We suspect that there are few who could 
give any intelligent view of the formation of the 
New Testament, or as this book puts it, How did 
we get the New Testament? Certainly it is im- 
portant for every Christian to know just the ex- 
act facts in the case. If you will buy this book 
and read it carefully, you can get the answer to 
the question—you can know just how we got the 
New Testament, and it is certainly important to 
know, especially in this day when so many assail 
the canon of Scripture. Every preacher ought to 
read it with care, and every Sunday-school work- 
er ought to have a copy and know its contents, 
for one of the questions likely to come to the 
Sunday-sehool teacher is just the question this 
book answers so well. Dr. Vedder is undoubtedly 
well posted and knows what he is talking about, 
or he would never have undertaken to write such 
a book as this. The book ought to have a place 
in every Christian home, and every Christian ought 
to be familiar with the facts bearing upon the 
answering of the question, How did we get the 
Vew Testament? When we have fully completed 
the reading of this book we hope to give it yet 
further review, for this notice is more of an esti- 
mate than a review.

A Srriovus QUESTION: What Is True Repentance? 

By R. B. Kinsey. 215 pages, bound in cloth, 

with a portrait of the author. Price, $1.00.

We looked forward to the reading of this book 
with a great deal of interest. To us its title had 
the right ring: A Serious Question: What is True 
Repentance? But we were doomed to disappoint- 
ment—it is not the book we were expecting. In- 
stead of making the question, What is True Re- 
pentance? a serious question, Mr. Kinsey makes 
it no question at all. Listen to him, as on page 
15, he says: “* * * in so far as it has been un- 
derstood as a necessary pleading for sin’s for- 
giveness, it has been a misunderstanding and 
must be abandoned.” 

Then again on page 18, he asks: “Is repentance 
necessary?’ Hear his answer: “I answer most 
emphatieally, No!—not as it is commonly 
preached. * * * * The truth, as it is in Christ, is 
this—that He came into the world and, bearing 
the world’s sin, paid the debt for every soul, so 
that, to the last of all generations, no one need 
ever go to God with importunate prayer, or other- 
wise, for the forgiveness of sin.” 

We think he makes his position clear that re- 
pentance is not only not a serious question, but 
as he sees it, it is no question at all. As we un- 


derstand him, his position is that since Jesus died . 


for all, al? are forgiven whether they wish it or 
not. If that be the true idea, will he tell us 
what Jesus meant when He said: “* * * except 
ye repent, ye shall all likewise perish?” And this 
he repeated ever and over. John preached that 
men should repent. Paul preached repentance. 
See Acts 3:19°; 8:22. The general tenor of the 
Bible is in favor of repentance. It is true Jesus 
died for alk, but the condition on which his death 
becomes effective, Mr. Kinsey wipes out. As we 
see it, Jesus died for all who repent and believe. 
If this be not the true idea, then will Mr. Kin- 
sey attempt to stand up and tell us that Jesus 
did not mean what He said in Luke 13:3, 5. 
Does he mean to tell us that Paul did not mean 
what he said in Acts 3:19; 8: 22; 17:30; 26: 20? 
If repentance has no place in human life, will Mr. 
Kinsey tell us just how a sinner will get clear of 
his sins? He does not, according to the author, 
have to repent of his sins. As we see it, the 
sinner, unconvicted of his sins, will love them 
and hold to them always, and the sinner loving 
and a his sins cannot enter Heaven, 
But Mr. y forgets himself and shows that 
he is not squarely planted on his own ground, for 


on page 107, he asks this question: “Why has 
there been lodged in the soul such infinite capacity 
for suffering, if at some time it is not to be made, 
if unrepentant, the subject of the scorpion whips 
of judgment?” Can Mr. Kinsey tell us what he 
sees ahead for the unrepentant soul, if there is 
absolutely no need of repentance? We cannot 
commend the book, for while there is some truth 
in it, it is so radically wrong in its basic princi- 
ples that we feel it is a dangerous book. It is 
true he has some indefinite idea of man in some 
way giving up his sins, but as there is no re- 
pentance in it, we feel that it is wrong in the 

keystone of his argument, and therefore it is a 

dangerous book. It is just the thing to satisfy 

an unsaved man who is too proud to confess and 
forsake his sins. He would like to go to Heaven, 
if he could take his sins along with him, but 
he must hold on to his sins, If there be no re- 
pentance, how is he to get clear of sin, of his 
sins?

This is an effort at individual translation of 
the New Testament, designed to aid the earnest 
reader in obtaining a clear understanding of the 
doctrines, ordinances and primitive assemblies, as 
revealed in these Scriptures. It also contains 
numerous suggestions as to how the reader may 
utilize the wonderful possibilities set forth in the 
Word. The translator, the Rev. A. S. Worrell, 
had finished his work of translating the New Test- 
ament only a short time when he himself was 
translated—and he is not, for God took him, but 
his work abides. 

There are necessarily difficulties in the way of 
the translation of the Scriptures by any individual, 
since it is apt to present the matter from only one 
standpoint. That is, with only one man to pass 
on the meaning of the original, it would seem 
quite impossible to make the translation so thor- 
ough as when the translation must pass under 
the careful examination of a number of competent 
men. On the other hand, there is one safety in 
the individual translation which cannot, or is not 
likely to be obtained, when several men are at 
work together, that is, the translator is not likely 
to be biased by the influence of other men. If 
the truth is apprehended, it is not liable to he 
obscured by the influence of another. 

Mr. Worrell had the reputation of being a very 
competent linguist, and certainly seemed to pos- 
sess a reverent spirit, actuated by a desire to get 
at the truth and the truth only. 

In his preface the translator says: “The work 
has been begun and prosecuted under the dis- 
tinct conviction that these New Testament Scrip- 
tures, with which the writer has been concerned, 
are the veritable word of God—His last revelation 
to this sin-cursed world. Had he believed that 
these Scriptures were inspired only in “spots,”’ he 
never could have had courage to undertake the 
task.” 

Mr. Worrell was a Baptist, but we believe a 
very sincere Baptist, and as such, no matter how 
much we differ from him in opinion, we give him 
credit for an honest and a painstaking labor to 
bring out the meaning of the Scriptures more 
clearly fhan it has been heretofore done. Dr. 
Arthur T. Pierson, the noted and learned editor 
of The Missionary Review of the World, says this 
is the best translation yet made by any individual 
translator. From what we have seen in its ex- 
amination so far, we are pursuaded that it is a 
valuable contribution in the direction of a better 
understanding of the New Testament. Later we 
hope to give it yet further consideration.

NECESSARY CONDITIONS FOR LARGER SUCCESS 


ONTINUING the discussion of last 

week, bearing on the larger useful- 
ness of the Christian Church, we in- 
vite attention to some of the conditions of 
success, aS we see them. 

Remedies have been suggested. Some of 
them of more value than others, of course, 
Perhaps all of them have some place in our 
work, but our hope for largest success in giv- 
ing the Gospel to the world and in giving the 
world to Christ, as we see it, gathers about 
one central idea, viz.: Loyalty to Jesus 
Ohrist and the fundamental doctrines which 
He taught. As we understand it, the Chris- 
tian Church has all the while held to this 
thought, although we have not practiced it 
so largely as we ought. 


As we have learned from our forefathers, 
the Christian Church proposes to be broad 
enough not to contend and quibble over mere 
matters of human opinion, where there is a 
reasonable chance for one of the two views 
to be correct, and perhaps as much chance 
for one as the other. But it does mean that 
when it finds a great fundamental principle 
in the teachings of Jesus Christ we are not 
at liberty to set it aside or not, as we may 
‘please. The Christian Church not only seeks 
to be broad enough not to quibble over mere 
matters of opinion, where one has about as 
good a chance to be right as the other, but 
it, does mean also to be narrow enough to 
stand for the great fundamental teachings 
of Jesus Christ. The fathers never dreamed 
of such a thing as declaring themselves in- 
dependent of the Bible, or as disregarding 





any of the plain teachings of the Word of 
God. It not only believes in a narrow way 
for the Christian, but it seeks to walk there- 
in, that it may bring to pass the best re- 
sults in the cause of Christ. The Church 
seeks to get rid of the spirit of sectarianism 
at all costs, as hurtful to the cause of Christ. 
The sect spirit in and of itself is always 
hurtful to the spirit of true piety, and as 
such the Christian Church seeks to get rid 
of it at all times and in all places. We mean 
just what the words we use indicate, for 
we have often thought that it is just about 
as possible for members of the Christian 
Church to get to be quite deeply tinged with 
sectarianism as other people. Not that our 
teaching would produce that spirit when 
properly understood and lived, but sometimes 
we get distorted ideas of great truths and then 
we are liable to become what we ought not 
to be—what the Church does not wish us to 
be—what will not help us to be more fruit- 
ful in the work of the Lord. Against such 
a tendency we must guard well, if we would 
not handicap our own power and usefulness. 


Long ago the day was when party shibbo- 
leths were common in doctrinal matters 
among many of the denominations, but that 
day is past. The Christian Church cannot 
at this late day, when the union of God’s 
people is permeating the very atmosphere of 
the church life, possibly rally any party 
shibboleth with success. There is no call 
for it now, if there ever was, and beside the 
avowed purpose of our organization has all 
the way been against that tendency. 





If there is any field in which we ean be 
especially useful, and we heartity believe 
there is, it is to make essential Gospel prin- 
ciples the basis of our work, and mere fally 
do what we have always sought te deo, viz.: 
Stand uncompromisingly for fundamental 
principles, and at the same time extend to 
every person giving reasonable evidenee of 
possessing the Christian life the telest 
brotherly fellowship. 


For far too much of the time of the Ohris- 
tian Era the denominations have made some 
party shibboleth the slogan of their work, 
and in that way, while they have reaehed 
many people and led them to Christ, as we 
trust, they have in that way largely handi- 
capped their own usefulness thereby. The 
Christian Church may profit by thetr exam- 
ple, and steer as far as possible from any- 
thing of that kind—for the spirit ef party- 
ism is against the cause of Ohrist and His 
blessings cannot rest upon it. 

If this be true, and we believe it is, then 
it is clear that we cannot, and eught not, 
to look for good results if we beeeme a 
sectarian people. We need rather te make 
the Gospel in its essential features fie ral- 
lying ery of the Christian Chureh. HM we 
eannot succeed as a Church in that way, we 
know of nothing that can give us sweeess. 
We need to live what we profess, te fellow- 
ship all Christians, devoting our best ener- 
gies, our best talents and our best money 
and time to the great work of spreading the 
Gospel and building up the Church of Ghrist. 
We do not need a party, as sueh—we need 
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a body of people earnestly giving themselves 
to the Lord as His servants, seeking only 
to glorify Him by our best—the best we 
have in all particulars. 

Much that has been accomplished in the 
past in the name of the Church has been 
accomplished by the sectarian spirit. That 
is people have been moved to do, apparently, 
not by the Spirit of the Lord, but by a party 
spirit, and the result has been that much of 
the so-called church work has not only not 
honored the Lord, but it has actually pulled 
down the truth and hindered its power over 
the lives of many sincere people. The Chris- 
tian Church needs to avoid that—we need to 
cultivate the opposite spirit, the spirit of 
Jesus which yearns to give the Gospel to all 
the world and so bring them to possess ever- 
lasting life in Christ. 

If we shall thus make our rallying cry, not 
a party, or some sectarian idea, but the Gos- 
pel under the spirit of Jesus, and devoutly 
seek the illumination of the Holy Spirit as 
our Teacher, we believe we cannot fail to 
accomplish great things in the Lord. 

We must get large enough in soul to get 
away from the little things which are not 
a part of the great Gospel plan of salvation— 
we must come to the point of putting away 
our own little preferences which may stand 
in the way of the triumph of the Gospel and 
let the one all-consuming purpose be todo our 
best for Christ and the Church in saving the 
world. This was God’s great purpose in giv- 
ing His Son to die for the world—and surely 
He will own and bless the people who unite 
with Him in seeking to carry out the same 
purpose. 

Think of it, brethren! How much time 
and talent and money and physical strength 
have been spent upon establishing purely 
sectarian issues, while the great 
salvation from sin and the dedication of the 
life to the service of God have been neglected 
and sometimes forgotten in the heat of the 
fight to establish some principle or thought, 
which in itself may be all right, but cannot 
be made a part of the great Gospel plan of 


issue of 


salvation, and as we see it no greater calam- 
ity can befall any body of Christians than 
an effort to make matters of mere opinion 
take the place of the great issues of the 


Gospel. 


If the Christian Church as a body may 
come to live up to its true ideals then we 
shall prosper and have a noble part in the 
work of bringing the world to Christ. If we 
shall forget the great fundamental doctrines 
of the Gospel and fritter away our time, 
our life. our talents and our means on mere 
matters of opinion, which neither make, nor 
unmake, a Christian, then we shall find at 
last that our work has largely been in vain, 
and the Master may justly come and ask for 
what He has given us—for that which He 
gave us to invest in the work of saving the 
world from sin, and then we may stand be- 
fore Him speechless, having neither defense 
nor reward. If on the other hand, we may 
give ourselves to loyalty to Christ and His 
Word, seeking always to help men and wom- 
en and children to live a better life, the life 
which is in Christ, then may we hear the 
welcome plaudit: “Well done, good and 
faithful servant, enter into the joys of thy 
Lord,” and into the inheritance with the 
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saints in light, and it will be enough, both 
for us and for them we have led to Christ. 

May the Holy Spirit stir us to catch up the 
battle cry “Loyalty to Jesus and His Word 
and devotion to the great work of bringing 
the world to Christ and to a fruitful life in 
His service.”

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A MISTAKEN TENDENCY OF TO-DAY 


Every age has its own peculiar tempta- 
tions and tendencies. Some are good, and 
some are otherwise. We need to be watch- 
ful lest we drift, for even good tendencies 
need to be wisely directed or their value will 
be lost. 


It is said that this day has a “new theol- 
ogy.” It may be new, but we doubt it. At 
any rate Paul found a state of things in his 
day which seemed wmuch like the things 
which are coming to pass in these last days. 
It is unnecessary to draw the picture as 
Paul has done that in the third chapter of 
his second Letter to Timothy. If we turn to 
the fourth chapter we find that the people 
were carried away with these teachers, hav- 
ing itching ears. One thing is specifically 
said of them, and that is that they turned 
their ears from the truth, and that was not 
all. They not only turned away from the 
truth, but Paul says they will turn unto 
fables. That is one characteristic of men 
who are not satisfied with the old truths of 
God's Word—they turn from it, and then for 
the lack of something better, they turn to 
fables—to the teachings of men. It is so 
easy to accept what any scholar says, but 
it is a fearful strain to believe the great 
truths of the Bible. Alas, how are the 
mighty fallen! We do not mean to speak 
harshly, or in any manner disrespectfully, 
but beloved, when one gives up the Word of 
God and takes in its place only some new 
teaching of man, he has gained nothing, but 
has lost much! 

Ivery system of religion outside of that 
taught in the Bible seeks to invent a relig- 
ion that can be given to the life of man just 
as he is without any change. But when Je- 
sus came He readily saw the necessity to 
bring man under a change that would fit him 
to live the religion He came to establish. So 
“Ye must be born again!” The 
man mnust be changed, if he is to live with 
God. Because of this fact it was written 
that we shall become new creatures in 
Christ. Jesus transforms the life of the 
map, SO making it possible for him to live 


Jesus said: 


In.other words, not the 
truth must be changed to fit the man’s life, 
but the life of the man must be changed so 
as to fit the truth, and that is the difference 
between a man-made religion and the relig- 
ion of the Son of God. Jesus requires a 
change of the life, but a man-made religion 
requires a change in the truth. That is just 
the case with the “new theology’—it cannot 
accept the truths of the Bible as given to us 
of the Holy Spirit, but seeks to change the 
truth to make it fit the life of man living in 
sin. This can never be acceptable to God. 
The life of men must be changed to conform 
to the truth—we must obey or die! 

Our Bible declares that without the shed- 
ding of blood there is no remission of sin. 
The “new theology” seeks to drop the blood 
idea out. Some way the blood idea is re- 


up to His teachings. 











pulsive to the “modern” mind. It seeks to 
change the truth, and let man have salva- 
tion without the shedding of blood. But 
how can man make such a change as that? 
The Bible has settled the matter by declar- 
ing that atonement is necessary. Without 
it man cannot be changed so as to meet God 
in peace, and this is the vital point. A re- 
ligion which does not make possible peace 
with God and the peace of God for the peni- 
tent sinner can never serve the needs of man. 

Some one has said: “The Bible is crimson 
with blood because man is black with sin.” 
We believe it! The shedding of blood has 
never been required for the pure and holy— 
there is no need for it when there is no sin. 


If we are not greatly mistaken the work 
of this day is tending to change the human 
view of the plan of salvation. ‘The idea is 
to change the religion of the Bible, making 
it fit men, rather than having man changed 
so as to conform to Bible teaching. Breth- 
ren, till God orders a change, it is worse 
than folly to talk of the “modern mind”—it 
is folly for the modern mind to think it can 
usurp the place and work of God, substitut- 
ing a mere cult for the salvation which is 
by faith in the crucified and risen Lord. 


We are not ready to forsake the cleansing 
blood of the Lamb. Poor sinful man needs 
it, and there is no one who can take away 
this need, except the Christ. Here we stand 
—here we fall, and here we shall rise! 


The cleansing blood of Jesus is vital in 
the saving of the sinner! Let it never be 
forgotten—let us rather hold high His royal 
banner, and Jet us march under it, or not at 
all. Let us have no pretense which is to 
mock a risen Savior. We are all needy sin- 
ners. All have sinned and come short of the 
glory of God. Only the blood applied can 
bring us back into likeness to Him whose we 
are and whom we serve, and may every one 
of us be sheltered under the blood is the 
wish of him who pleads for a real yielding 
to God's plan for saving men, and the more 
so because no other power can save from sin.

*** Dr. Weston reports the mission offer- 
ing for the Broadway Christian church at 
Defiance, O., as $80, and then adds: “If all 
of our churches did equally well in propor- 
tion to their wealth, we have many that 
would go to $800, and over. How easy it 
would be to raise $8,000 or $20,000!” That 
is true. Dr. Morrell, the pastor of the Defi- 
ance church, no doubt feels gratified because 
of the success of this offering. 


*** Our dear and aged Brother Rev. Hen- 
ry Cole, Penalosa, Kansas, now in his eighty- 
first year is setting a good example for 
many of our younger men in sending in new 
subscribers. We thank you, Brother Cole, 
and wish for you many years in which to 
serve the Lord and enjoy His word and the 
HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY. If all of our 
preachers would do as much for the HERALD 
in the next month as Brother Cole has done 
in the last month the HERALD would prosper.

*** The First Christian church of Dayton 
held on March 16th an interesting business 
and social meeting combined. The officers of 
the church served the congregation with a 
supper free, and then later an open heart- 
to-heart talk was indulged on the things 
which make for the best interests of the 
church. The leaders of the various depart- 
ments presented what they conceived to be 
the needs of the work under their care. The 
question of the new building was also con- 
sidered, and it is hoped ere long the work 
may begin. Bro. Coffin, the pastor, is work- 
ing earnestly to marshall the forces of the 
ciureh for the best service in the cause of 
the Master. Easter Sunday the First church 
takes the foreign mission offering. 


*** Last Thursday evening the HERALD 
editor spent in Indianapolis, Ind., speaking 
for the Indianapolis Christian church of 
which Rev. C. O. Brown is pastor. An epi- 
demic of measles not only greatly interfered 
with the attendance, but Bro. Brown and his 
family could not be present, being quaran- 
tined, Mrs. Brown and daughter being ill with 
measles. Bro. B. W. Stoddard met us at 
the station and gave us entertainment in his 
home. It was while Bro. Stoddard was a 
teacher in Palmer College, LeGrand, Iowa, 
that he met and won his wife, who is her- 
self a teacher and a fine painter. We had 
a very pleasant stay in their home. At the 
church the theme of the evening was “Amer- 
ican Slavery the Greatest Missionary Move- 

‘ment of Modern Times.” It may have 
seemed a bit daring for a Southern man to 
speak to a Northern audience on that sub- 
ject. However, the effort was not to justify 
or defend slavery, but to show how God’s 
hand was on the matter, finally overruling it 
all for the good of the colored people. The 
attention was good and approval seemed gen- 
eral. The church building and parsonage 
eonstitute quite a desirable plant for church 

work. They do seem to have a busy set of 
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self-sacrificing workers. They had last Sun- 
day (March 13) 162 members in the Sunday- 
school. Bro. Stoddard is the superintendent 
and an energetic and enterprising one he is, 
and steadily keeps his eye open for enlarge- 
ment. We passed the first church of which 
Dr. DeVore is pastor and had an opportu- 
nity for the first time to see it, but did not 
have the pleasure of meeting Bro. DeVore, 
who with Rev. Albert Godley and Bro. Her- 
cules and others are laboring to build up 
that church. Friday morning Bro. Stoddard 
took me through the Van Camp Packing 
Company’s plant, where he is engaged in 
the employment of that company. It is an 
immense business, employing just now 500 
persons, but in the busy season perhaps 
three times that many. The men manage 
the machinery, while it does the work. Canned 
goods would cost perhaps five times as much 
as they do if every can had to be put up 
by hand, as in the olden times. We observed 
one man handling cans. He could by a me- 
chanical device pick up forty-eight at a 
time, placing them just where they belonged. 
A description of the plant and the work is 
simply out of the question. It is near ten 
o'clock and I bid Bro. Stoddard good-bye. 
Taking the Lake Erie at 11:55 a. m., I was 
soon in Kokomo, Ind., where our beloved 
brother, Rev. R. H. Gott, took me in charge 
and to-his home, where I had a delightful 
stay till Saturday morning. Bro. Gott and 
his wife are both ministers in the Christian 
Church, and for many years have been ac- 
tively engaged in the pastorate and other 
ministerial work for the denomination. 
They have their home in Kokomo, but labor 
in near-by churches at this time. They have 
in their home a fine library for a preacher 
which they have been selecting carefully and 
gathering for twenty-five years. It includes 
books on many important lines of thought, 
and the result is he keeps posted in many 
kinds of literature. This good literary com- 
pany he keeps accounts, in part at least, for 
the excellent literary taste in what he writes. 
Our stay in their home was very pleasant. 
After parting with them we had a pleasant 
visit with Dr. Puckett both at his home and 
in the mayor’s office of the city where he so 
ably presides, watching the interests of the 
city. From Kokomo I went to Greentown 
and spent Sunday preaching for our church 
there on the subject of missions. The offer- 
ing was over forty dollars. From Green- 
town I went to Marion Sunday night, in or- 
der to get a train to Dayton early on Mon- 
day morning. On arriving in Marion I 
found the train left at 2:20 a. m., and so I 
gave up the coveted rest for the night. A 
part of the time was spent in the home of 
Brother and Sister J. Clarence Carr, who 
very kindly declined to retire in order to 
keep us company till it was past midnight. 
Mrs. Carr is the eldest daughter of the late 
lamented Dr. C. J. Jones. We had a de- 
lightful visit for a few hours with them. 
Leaving there on time we reached Dayton 
at 8 a. m., and found a big pile of mail 
awaiting the editor's attention. 
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Was It In Answer to Prayer?

Montgomery tells us that prayer is the 
soul’s sincere desire uttered or unexpressed ; 
% do not remember that I, on my knees, in 
words, prayed to God, but I do remember it 
was the sincere desire of my heart and soul 
that, if the Lord had called me to be pastor 
of a certain church, He would prove it by 
blessing that church and build it up and 
give us a good revival. 

All I desired was accomplished before I 
left the place; and I was there only about 
two years. Please observe that self was left 
entirely out of my heart in this prayer. I 
believe the Lord wants us to prove Him, 
prove the truth of His word, His promises. 
“Prove Me now herewith, if, ete.” But we 
must prove Him in His way; and He tells 
us how: “If any man will do His will, he 
shall know of (prove) the doctrine, whether 
it be of God.” 

I had received my first serious impressions 
of mind, a few years before, that I ought to 
preach. But I was not fully satisfied that it 
was of the Lord, or of my own mind. I 
feared some had made a mistake in thinking 
God had called them to the work of the min- 
istry. when He was only calling them to be 
active, true, humble Christians at home; 
and perhaps I was one of them. 

I was an assistant teacher in a school in 
a western city. I did not succeed to my lik- 
ing, and I felt that I was not filling the place 
as it ought to be, that I was not where I 


ought to be, nor doing the most good possible. . 


Through the HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY I 
gave notice, “Any church wishing a pastor 
could write me at my address.” I received 
an invitation to visit a church in an eastern 
state, where I had never been, and every one 
was an entire stranger to me, and I to them. 
School had closed for the year, and I took 
the train on a hot day in June to find the 
church that had written for me to visit 
them. I got off at the station as directed and 
with satchel in hand walked a few rods to 
the house where I was to stop. The next 
day another leading member took me to the 
house of another prominent member of the 
church. 


In going there we passed through the little 
village, by the Christian meeting house. As 
I saw it, I thought to myself, “The same old 
story. The smallest, and poorest, and most 
insignificant -of them all.” There were two 
other churches in the village with spires and 
bells: but ours looked more like a school- 
house with nothing on top of it. But I had 
come to stay if I was wanted. 

It was years after David was made king 
of Israel in Saul’s stead by God, before he 
was chosen king of Israel by the people. I 
was there three weeks before the church de- 
cided to have me as their pastor. There 
were six or more middle-aged farmers, well 
to do, in the church at that time. And one 
of them said to me that a member of one of 
the other churches said to him, “Your church 
will never amount to anything. You had bet- 
ter disband and unite with our church.” 

There were only fifty-five members in the 
ehurch at that time. The other churches 


were strong and having good congregations. 
Our members were scattered, many living 
three and four miles away. After they en- 
gaged me for their pastor at their own 
price, and it was as much as they had ever 
paid any one up to that time, in August we 
started a Sunday-school with fifteen scholars 
and a Wednesday evening prayer-meeting; 
which have been kept up the year round ever 
since. . 

Many weeks passed by and not one convert, 
nor one addition to the church since I came 
there. I think it was in the fall of the sec- 
ond year that I, in giving my sermon to the 
people, became much affected, shedding tears. 
The congregation seemed greatly affected, too. 
My text was Psalm 39:3, “My heart was hot 
within me, while I was musing the fire 
burned; then spake I with my tongue.” 

Between the morning and evening meet- 
ings, I called where I was anxious that they 
should come out on the Lord’s side. I came 
to the evening meeting hoping I was seeing 
the beginning of a good revival. Many more 
than usual were present. I opened the meet- 
ing and said all I thought I ought to say, and 
sat down, hoping the members would take 
right hold with great interest and I should 
hear new voices confessing Jesus. But there 
was silence. No one seemed to feel the fire 
burning in his heart. I was so disappointed! 
I felt as if I should sink through the floor. 
The interest of that day seemed to end there. 

The conference in its session in September 
before had appointed a two-days’ meeting 
there on the 19th and 20th of the next Feb- 
ruary. I had heard that two of the leading 
members had a dislike to me as pastor, and 
I thought best to resign, and read my resig- 
nation to the congregation, to take effect 
when my engagement expired, the first of 
April. 

They had improved the inside of their 
building and set out shade trees around it; 
but I had given up all hopes of a good re- 
vival. 

About February first the other two 
churches united in a protracted meeting and 
had not invited the Christian church to unite 
with them. I told my congregation we had 
the same right as other people individually 
if not as a church, to go into their meetings 
and do and get all the good we could. We 
did so; and I was invited into their pulpit 
and to take part, which I did. When the 
time drew near for our two-days’ meeting. 
the nineteenth and twentieth of February, I 
told the people that I should have to be ab- 
sent on account of this meeting. One of the 
ministers wished to know if we intended to 
continue them more than the two days. I 
said that was the intention when the appoint- 
ment was made; that they had better go 
right on with their meetings, for they might 
reach some whom we could not. 

They continued their union meeting a week 
longer, then separated and held meetings an- 
other week separate. About fifty made the 
good profession in their meetings. 

At our two-days’ meeting, the best revival 
minister in the conference stayed and held 
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meetings for a week. Several began the 
Christian race, and I received a few into 
the church, and baptized a few. Other min- 
isters at different times later held meetings, 
and others came out on the Lord’s side. The 
membership of the church was about doubled 
and they felt able to pay their next pastor 
$200 more than ever before. 

They have had many pastors since, some 
very good, and some poor; but the members 
have always hung together, and never have 
been divided by any bad pastor. And to-day 
the church is the largest and most influential 
inthe place. One of the old members then liv- 
ing said several years later, “the church 
was in the best condition it had ever been, 
up to that time.” 

We have no doubt we are praying for what 
is the will of God to give us. But I fear our 
prayers are not answered: ; 

First: Because there is selfishness in the 
heart. If it were not for owr church and 
community, we would have no interest in it. 
Christ died for the black man as well as the 
white, for all Gentiles, as well as for the 
Jews. We are to do good to all men, as we 
have opportunity. And right here is where 
all secret societies come short of the Gospel 
rule. 

Second: Because we have not done our 
part. We have not prepared the soil, and 
put in the good seed of the kingdom, and 
watched as well as prayed, lest the devil 
come and sow tares. 

Although Paul had said: “There shall be 
no loss of life among you. For there stood 
by me this night the angel of God whose I 
am, and whom I serve; for I believe God, 
that it shall be, even as it was told me.” Yet 
each one had to do the best he could to save 
himself from a watery grave. So we must 
do the best we can to prepare the way of the 
Lord, every day, every year and keep doing 
until the good revival comes. It came at 
last, in the fulness of time, in God’s time 
and in His way. And I think it was largely 
the fruit of the labor of the good pastor the 
church had preceding me. .

The following morning it is said the child 
had more callers than if she had been 
one of the first ladies of the land who had 
come to the city in state. 

What did it all mean? This only. She 
trusted in her Testament and the God of 
the Testament took care of her.

So far as our views on the sub- 
ject are indicated by the said editorial arti- 
cle, we have not as yet seen any occasion 
for changing them. 

An exchange says: “In India a few mis- 
sionaries have adopted the views of higher 
criticism, and are openly discrediting inspira- 
tion and miracles. In view of this fact a 
native Mohammedan paper propounds a few 
questions for them to answer. It says: 
‘When your so-called Bible is mostly false; 
when it contains error; when, for example, 
the Pentateuch was not the revelation given 
by Moses; when the Psalms are not Davidic; 
when Jonah, as regards the person of the 
writer, is a myth and the book an allegory; 
when David is a biblical romance, ete.—why 


do you missionaries continue to use it as if 
it were a revelation? Why are you mission- 
aries at all? What message have you to 
give non-Christians? And when, having re- 
jected much of the Bible as not inspired, 
what test do you apply to determine the 
truth of the remainder?” 

We remember of hearing Mr. Moody some 
years ago, in the course of a Bible reading 
say, “Why Mr. Moody, you certainly don’t 
believe that fish story, that the whale swal- 
lowed Jonah, do you? Yes,” said Moody, “I 
believe it because the Bible says so; and if 
the Bible had said that Jonah swallowed 
the whale, I would believe that.” 


Over credulous, do you say? Possibly; but 
it is men not full of doubts but of strong 
convictions, full of faith in God, and in the 
Bible as God’s word, that build up something. 
We confess that we fail to know who of the 
advocates of the so-called higher criticism 
are promoting revivals of religion, that are 
leading many men and women to genuine 
repentance for sin, and to accepting the Lord 
Jesus Christ as their personal Savior,—in 
short, that are saving souls and building 
up churches. 

“Missionaries openly discrediting inspira- 
tion and Miracles!” We are glad to think 
that there are not many of them. But where 
there are they should be early furnished 
with their resignation.—Zditorial in the 
Christian Missionary of December, 1903.

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Christian Endeavor—What it Stands For 
By Prof. W. A. Harper, Elon College, N. C. 





All great movements begin in small ways. 
Their originators are busy with small prob- 
lems in local places with no thought of the 
great good their labors are to bring to oth- 
ers. The true reformer is not he who plans 
for mankind at large, but he who does the 
duty nearest him with sincerity and conse- 
cration. The Savior confined His life’s work 
to a small country and with insignificant, 
unpromising people; yet the spell of His ut- 
terances has steadily deepened and widened 


until to-day the religion He founded is 
known throughout the civilized world and 


has become a force to be reckoned with in 
every land. Genuine reform begins in the 
individual and works outward to the mass. 
It cannot reverse this natural order. 

One of the truest reformers of the world’s 
history is Dr. Francis E. Clark, founder of 
the Christian Endeavor Society, one of the 
most modest men I have ever met, yet one 
of the greatest. Dr. Clark cannot persuade 
himself even yet that he is great—he is the 
same meek child of God that he was twenty- 
eight years ago when it was given him to 
establish the first Christian Endeavor Socie- 
ty in the world. Dr. Clark had no idea what 
the result of this movement was to be. Nor 
was that his concern. His was a small prob- 
lem, a problem which had confronted every 
anxious pastor in all lands for generations 
—how to get the young people of his con- 
gregation interested in the Church. He tells 
us, as we know from other sources, that the 
Williston Congregational Church, of Port- 
land, Me., of which he was then pastor, was 
not different in kind from the thousands of 
other congregations scattered throughout the 
globe. The young pastor was anxious over 
the young people, who were fast going to 
the world. How should he reach them for 
the Church, enlist them in Christian serv- 
ice, interest them in things religious and 
spiritual?—these were the burning questions 
that pressed upon him for solution and to 
the answering of which he directed his in- 
genuity and his prayers. 

The anxiety, the perplexity of these prob- 
Jems which were so heavily weighing upon 
him, is thus described by Dr. Clark himself, 
who speaks in his usual modest way in the 
third person: “The pastor was feeling about, 
in his youth and inexperience, for some way 
of training these boys and girls for Chris- 
tian service, if haply he might find it. He 
tried many experiments, ran up many blind 
alleys, knocked at many closed doors ; made 
experiments along literary, musical, and de- 
bating society lines; did not despise the se- 
ductive ice-cream festival or the succulent 
oyster as a means of interesting the youth 
in things religious; but at last made the dis- 
covery that nothing but religion really ap- 
pealed to the religious nature of young peo- 
ple; that a prayer-meeting could be made 
more interesting than a debating society, and 
that what young men and women really de- 
sired, though they did not always know it 
themselves, was to do something for the 
Church rather than to have the Church do 
everything for them. As soon as he dis- 
covered for himself this old truth, which 








doubtless every wise man had discovered 
before him, he set to work on new lines, 
made the prayer-meeting, and not the pink 
tea, the central feature of the Society, and 
entertainment, its watchword. 
On these lines the first constitution of the 
new Society was framed.” 

Dr. Clark then goes on to relate how the 
new idea revolutionized his own church 
and how little by little the good news got 
wafted abroad and new societies began to 
spring up all over the world and in the most 
unexpected until to-day Christian 
Endeavor girts the globe and gathers into 
its cementing embrace those of all nations 
and kindreds and tribes and tongues. A few 
statistics showing by way of contrast its 
humble beginning and its present stupendous 
proportions would perhaps be in order:

Feb. 2, 1881, No national, state or local 
Christian Endeavor Unions. 

July 7, 1909, More than 20 National Un- 
ions, more than 3,000 State and local unions 
in all parts of the world. 

Feb. 2, 1881, One denomination represent- 
ed in the Society. 

July 7, 1909, More than 100 denominations 
represented in the Society, whereas many 
denominations have borrowed the Christian 
Endeavor idea and organized societies with 
similar purpose, but different name, work- 
ing in their own field, counting hundreds of 
thousands in their membership. 


These statistics read like a fairy tale of 
the Arabian Nights. Never before in so 
short a time has so magnificent a movement, 
sprung from such humble beginnings, forged 
to such towering heights of growth and use- 
fulness. Nor is the end yet, for the recent 
all-America Convention for Christian En- 
deavor, which met at St. Paul, Minn., ac- 
cepted with enthusiasm Dr. Clark’s proposal 
for the next two years, that 10,000 new s8o- 
cieties with 1,000,000 new members shall be 
organized in the United States alone. Now 
how has Christian Endeavor been able to 
achieve such a record in so brief a time and 
how is it able with confidence to adopt such 
a program for Atlantic City, 1911"? How? 
Because of what it stands for. 

Christian Endeavor stands for four things. 
Three of these are stated in the Active 
Members’ pledge of the first Society, which 
reads as follows: 

“Trusting in the Lord Jesus Christ for 
strength, I promise Him that I will strive to 
do whatever He would like to have me do; 
that I will make it the rule of my life to 
pray and read the Bible every day, and to 
support my own church in every way, espe- 
cially by attending all her regular Sunday 
and mid-week services, unless prevented by 


some reason which I can conscientiously give 
to my Savior; and that just so far as I 


know how, throughout my whole life, I will 
endeavor to lead a Christian life. 


“As an active member, I promise to be true 
to all my duties, to be present at and take 
some part, aside from singing, in every Chris- 
tian Endeavor prayer-meeting, unless hin- 
dered by some reason which I can conscien- 
tiously give to my Lord and Master. If 
obliged to be absent from the monthly conse- 
cration meeting of the Society, I will, if pos- 
sible, send at least a verse of Scripture to be 
read in response to my name at the roll-call.” 

And the other is demonstrated by all the 
Society’s history. These four Christian En- 
deavor ideals or watchwords are, when ex- 
pressed by single words: Service, Loyalty, 
Expression, and Fellowship. These are the 
things for which Christian Endeavor has 
stood from the beginning and for which it 
continues to stand. These are the things 
that have made possible its marvelous 
growth and vigor and make its program for 
the next two years possible. To the consid- 
eration of these four ideals we will now 
direct our attention briefly. 


I, SERVICE 


Until the days of Christian Endeavor the 
great question in all religious assemblies and 
gatherings was, What can we do to interest 
the young people in the Church? And this 
question had received many answers of the 
questionable kind, such as Dr. Clark said he 
had tried in his church in the quotation giv- 
en above. But none of them had solved the 
problem; in fact the young people were 
steadily drifting away from the Church. 
Dr. Clark changed the question to read, 
What can we let the young people do to in- 
terest themselves in the Church and its serv- 
ices? His answer to that question, after 
much study and prayer, was the great Chris- 
tian Endeavor Society which we are this 
evening considering. Christian Endeavor 
puts the emphasis where it properly belongs, 
—not on what we older people can do to 
interest the young people in the Church, but 
what can they do to interest themselves. 
The psychologists tell us that we learn to do 
by doing. We also become interested by do- 
ing, not by having everything done for us. 
And especially is this so in religious work. 
A man never learns to pray by having some 
one pray for him, or to speak to his unsaved 
friends by observing some one else do this. 
He must pray and do personal work himself, 
haltingly and painfully at first perhaps, but 
with practice mastery will come until these 
burdens at the start will become sources of 
keenest pleasure and richest enjoyment. The 
same is true of visiting the sick and inviting 
others to attend the meeting or testifying for 
Christ in public speech, and all of the other 
avenues of Christian service which constant- 
ly suggest themselves to the exhuberant en- 
thusiasm of consecrated, Christian young 
people. 


By giving the young people the opportu- 
nity of doing something for Christ and the 
Church and so relieving them from the in- 
justice of having everything done for them 
by their elders, Christian Endeavor released 
from bondage a force which, when thorough- 
ly harnessed, will make the Church the 
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mighty evangelizing agency our Lord intend- 
ed it should be. Christian Endeavor is a 
practical unfolding and detailed application 
of Christ’s words: “Suffer little children to 
come unto me and forbid them not, for of 
such is the kingdom of heaven”. The joy of 
Christian service is what brings the glad 
smile to the face of the true Christian En- 
deavorer. There is no satisfaction like it 
anywhere else. Have they not pledged them- 
selves to do whatever Jesus would like to 
have them do and are they not doing it in 
His name? Why should they not be happy 
and jovial and smiling? 

The Christian Endeavor Society makes 
provision for Christian service through the 
promise to pray and read the Bible every 
day, but more especially through its com- 
mittees. It is a fundamental principle in the 
society that every member is to be on at 
least one committee and that the chairman 
of that committee is to suggest definite work 
for each one to do and that each one is also 
to do whatever his hands find to do besides 
his regular committee work. There is, of 
course, no dead uniformity in the matter of 
committees, some societies having many, and 
others only a very few. Manifestly I can- 
not give a complete list of all the various 
committees that may have been introduced 
into the societies scattered throughout the 
universe,—I doubt if any one. could give 
such a list—but it will be helpful and sug- 
gestive perhaps to enumerate a few of the 
most usual ones and to add an explanatory 
word or two respecting each. 

Lookout: To bring new members into the 
Society and reclaim delinquents. 
Prayer-meeting: To appoint leaders and 
make the meetings inter- 


esting. 
Vissionary: To provide for the missionary 
meetings. organize inission 


study classes, stir up interest 
in missions, suggest plans by 
which the Society may do ag- 
gressive mission work at home 
and in the foreign field. 

Social: To promote the social interests of 

the Society by welcoming strangers 
and by providing for social hours 
occasionally. Many societies divide 
these functions between the Wel- 
coming and Social Committees. 

Executive: To consider all matters of busi- 

ness and report the findings to 
the Society. 

Information: To collect ‘information rela- 
tive to Christian Endeavor or 
to any other matter the So- 
ciety may elect. 

Sunday-school: To bring into the Sunday- 

school those who are not in 
the habit of going. 


Bible Study: To stir up an interest in sys- 
tematic Bible study, organize 
Bible study classes, and other- 
wise supervise the work. 


Visiting: To visit all the young people of 
the congregation and the commun- 
ity that they may feel more at 
home in the _ society and the 
church and be led to take an ac- 
tive interest in both. 

Music: Te provide for the singing of the 

regular meetings and in every way 
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utilize the 
members. 
Flower: ‘To provide flowers for the pulpit. 
for the society meetings, for the 
sick, for funerals, and for the oth- 
er occasions when flowers are in 
order. 
Temperance: To do all possible to create 
a healthy temperance senti- 
ment among the members.

Charity: To aid by cheer and materia! com- 
. forts the sick and destitute. 
Good Literature: To promote the reading 

of wholesome literature 
and to put an end to the 
reading of the harmful 
kind. 
To keep the public informed in re- 
gard to the society and its work. 
This committee is sometimes called 
the Advertising Committee. 

‘This list is by no means exhaustive, but 
it shows the lines of Christian service in 
which the Christian Endeavor Society trains 
the young people. By changing the personnel

of the committees from time to time each 
member is given experience in all the lines 
of Christian activity in which the Society is 
engaged. Who can doubt the beneficent re- 
sults of such training for the young or deny 
its importance in the progress of the Chureh 
of the future? 


Il. LOYALTY 

The pledge which the first Society of 
Christian Endeavor adopted contained the 
promise “to support my own church in every 
way, especially by attending her regular Sun- 
day and mid-week services, unless prevented 
by some reason which I can conscientiously 
give to my Savior.” It is possible to do 
Christian service and still not be interested 
in the Church. This the founder of the 
Christian Endeavor Society saw and against 
such a possibility made wise provision in 
the section of the pledge just read. That 
the Society has had the desired effect along 
this line no one who has observed a particu- 
lar Church before and after the organization 
of a Christian Endeavor Society therein wil! 
deny. Speaking of his own Church after 
the organization in it of the mother Society 
Dr. Clark bears the following testimony: 
“Immediately a new order of things devel- 
oped in that Church. The young people’s 
prayer-meeting, which, like most through- 
out the world at that time, was a poor, thin, 
dead-and-alive affair, carried on by two or 
three elderly young men who could ‘speak 
in meeting,’ became popular, interesting, oft- 
en crowded and full of spiritual power; the 
committees brought in other young people. 
interested them in the Church, improved 
the singing, beautified the pulpit with flow- 
ers, collected and raised money for missions. 
aroused a new interest in temperance and 
allied virtues. A new day had dawned for 
that Church.” 

This new day has not yet seen a sunset 
in the Church of the parent Society, for at 
the St. Paul convention, July 7-12, 1909, 
there were present seven of the charter mem- 
bers of that first Society, all of them still. 
after twenty-eight years, active Endeavorers 
and their present pastor, the Rev. Dr. Jesse 
Hill, declared that the warmth of their spir- 
itual vigor took the iciness out of the severe 


Maine winter for him. Nor has the record 
been different in other quarters. Everywhere 
and always the members of the Christian 
Endeavor Society have been loyal to their 
Church and its most active supporters. There 
is nothing in Christian Endeavor to attract 
the young people from the Church nor to 
transfer their affections from one Church 
to another, but everything to deepen and 
broaden and intensify their loyalty to and 
interest in their own particular Church. 
Would you like the young people of your 
congregation to become loyal, interested, 
trained Church members? Then organize a 
Christian Endeavor Society and watch the 
metamorphosis for yourself. It never fails 
to accomplish this result.

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TOBACCO AND PREACHERS 


A minister writing to a religious paper con- 
cerning the deficiency in the salary of preach- 
ers. attributes it in part to hard times. but 
more especially to evil and extravagant hab- 
its. 

“One young man,” he says. “gives ten 
ceuts to the preacher. a dollar to the theater. 
and still another to the skating rink, and so 
on until the preacher is compelled to quit 
preaching and resort to daily labor to main- 
tain his family. Tobacco is depriving the 
church of money that might be used in sup- 
port of the gospel of Christ. Of «a member- 
ship of one hundred and sixty. forty used 
tobacco at fifteen dollars each per annum. 
making a total of six hundred dollars. <A 
little more religion and a great deal less to- 
bacco would help to pay the preacher.” 

We judge that if preachers would preach 
God's truth boldly and faithfully, it is prob- 
able that their converts would use much less 
tobacco than at present. -If they adopted the 
plan which missionaries do at the South Sea 
Island, and received no person into the 
church until they had quit using tobacco. 
some of these difficulties would be solved at 
onee. Churches might be smaller but more 
valuable; as a shilling is smaller than a 
handful of pennies but is worth the whole 
of them. * A hundred men soundly converted 
to God and trained in ways of self-denial. 
devotion, and earnest, whole-souled effort 
would do more work and raise more money 
than a regiment of those tobacco-using. mon- 
ey-wasting worldlings, who seem to think 
that their future is assured because they 
have been permitted to join the church, and 
who live with little regard to God, or His 
Word or work.—The Christian. 
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| Partakers of the 


TEXT :—"“That ye might be partakers of the 
Divine nature.’"-—II Pet. 1:4. 

Many theological authorities have sought 
to construe this expression into a figurative 
utterance. They balk at the thought of 
any identity of the human and the Divine. 
They concede that men and women may 
become in some respects like God. That is 
—we may attain somewhat of a resemblance 
to the Divine. But the Apostle tells us in 
the text that we are to be “Partakers of the 
Divine Nature.” 

This use of the word “Divine,” is not 
confined to the Scriptures, but is common in 
the Greek and Latin writings. Their strong- 
est arguments for the practice of high virtue 
were derived from a_ belief that the soul 
was not material and corruptible, but spirit- 
ual and immortal. Hence they described 
it as divine or godlike, as we read in the 
following fine passage from Cicero :—‘For 
the man who hath known himself will per- 
ceive that be has something within him Di- 
vine, an image dedicated to the Deity. Thus 
he will think and act worthily of so great 
a gift, and by the study of eternal things 
shadowed forth in the works of Nature, 
will he learn that the good man, and the 
good man only, is destined to be happy.” 

What was sublime conjecture to the an- 
cients is holy certainty to the reverent 
What a reproach 
should it be to Christians, if they draw no 
sanctifying strength from a revealed and 
certified truth, the mere shadow of which 


student of the Scriptures. 


vive to a heathen aspirations so noble and 
lofty! 

This statement of truth need not startle 
us by its novelty. The most remarkable 
fact of creation was the making of man in 
the image of God. It is also a marvelous 
fact that the Divine grace under the Gos- 
pel renews in the soul of the sinner this 
Same resemblance to the Infinite Father, 
though marred and blurred and even ob- 
liferated by sin. The second is a more glor- 
ious repetition of the first. The same AlI- 
mighty Word which called man into exis- 
tence, renews him unto holiness. 

The Apostle says: “Ye are born not of 
corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the Word of God, which liveth and abideth 
The same Almighty Spirit which 
breathed into man “the breath of life,” 
makes the Divine Word efficient, as our 
Lord teaches us when He says—“Except a 
man be born of the Spirit he cannot enter 
the Kingdom of God.” The same “creation” 
which implies Divine energy, is applied to 
both acts. “So God created man in His 
own image,” is the language of the inspired 
historian. 

But there is more than “likeness,” or mere: 
“resemblance,” in the text. The new man 
“is renewed in knowledge after the image 
of Him that created him.” We are exhort- 
ed to “put on the new man, which, after 
God, is created in righteousness and true 


forever.”

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holiness.” Herein, you will observe, man 
begins to “partake” of certain Divine qual- 
ities, attributes and powers. In the posses- 
sion of these three qualities—Knowledge, 
Righteousness and Holiness—‘“after the im- 
age of Him who created him”’—man be- 
comes a “partaker of the Divine nature.” 
Now, if I partake with you in the proprie- 
torship of a piece of property, without par- 
tition—then you and I own it jointly. We 
each own it. That is a perfectly plain prop- 
osition. When we speak of the “Divine Na- 
ture,” we mean certain powers, prerogatives. 
attributes and qualities. And it is in refer- 
ence to these that the Apostle says in the 
text we are to be “Partakers of the Di- 
vine Nature.” 


1. As we grow in grace, and increase in 
the knowledge of Divine things, and _ be- 
come more intimate and vital in our inter- 
course with God, there dawns within us 
the consciousness of union with God. This 
is not simply resemblance to God, but identity 
Not in the sense of Pantheism— 
for in the last analysis that is equivalent to 
Atheism. It may elevate you in your own 
estimation, but it destroys the personality of 
God. When God created man He imparted 
to Him something of His own Divine nature. 
Not simply His likeness or image or pattern. 
He came down to the human lump of clay 
and breathed into it. He thus imparted the 
Divine essence—the Divine spirit. Hence 
we are told in the Book—“There is a spirit 
in man, and the inspiration of the Almighty 
giveth him understanding.” God put that 
There must be something of 
God in us, or we could never talk to God, 
and God could never talk with us. That 
original Divine nature was almost obliterat- 
ed by the power of sin.

But now there comes to man another dis-

standing promises and covenants are fulfilled 
in richest blessings to his soul. He is filled 
with peace—and love—and joy—and glory— 
and “all the fulness of God.” Thus we be- 
come “partakers of the Divine nature.”

2. We became conscious of the Divine glo- 
ry. I put man, you know, against the uni- 
verse. Why? Simply because God is in 
man. Think of it—you may have God with- 
in you, and you may “partake,” or share, of 
His power, knowledge, righteousness, holi- 
ness, and glory. Suppose you had to climb 
to that altitude. You would never reach it 
But Abraham reached it. He was not only 
the “Father of the Faithful,” but the “Friend 
of God.” Not because he never did any- 
thing wrong. Ah, the people that get close 
to God are those who have sought and found 
Him in the salvation of their souls. That 
is the way God perfected Abraham. He 
took him through the dark places and at 
last brought him to the Mount where He 
unveiled His glory to his wondering gaze— 
and Abraham realized that he had a part in 
the glory that was revealed. And so of 
Isaiah! How God talked with Him—and 
revealed to him His precious truths and Di- 
vine secrets. God awakened him to a spirit- 
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ual and vivid apprehension of the real sig- 
nificance of his Divinely appointed mission. 

We never become fully conscious of our 
true relation to God until we have made 
His will our will. Then invisible agencies 
and subtle forces begin to play on our 
souls. Then we are conscious that “God is 
working within us to will and do.” Then 
“greater works” shall we do, because the 
wonder-worker Himself is within. It is cer- 
tain that we will know more about God in 
the other world, but it is just as certain that 
it is our privilege to be partakers of His 
Divine nature and power here. There are 
many in our pulpits and pews who stagger 
at this conception of our identity with God. 
But here it is in the blessed Word—God 
dwelling and thinking and gvilling and work- 
ing within us. It is the Divine love within 
us that forgives the enemy. Human love 
forgives the erring friend—but not the en- 
emy who plans our burt. It must be some- 
thing above our human power that prompts 
us to more than human conduct. Ah, God 
can take this weak humanity and lift it 
into Divine beauty and glory. 

Thus to be “a partaker of the Divine 
nature” consists of a mind filled with Di- 
vine knowledge, affections rightly bestowed 
and duly exercised, and of an entire con- 
formity to the Divine will. How close then 
is this union of a human soul with God? 
So close, that God walked the earth in 
human form, and now dwells in the soul 
of every true believer to strengthen and 
support. 

3. We became conscious of “partaking” of 
the Divine blessedness. God is infinitely 
blessed. He is blessed in His knowledge, in 
His righteousness, and in His holiness. So 
far then as the Christian partakes of God’s 
knowledge, righteousness, and holiness, will 
he also partake of God’s blessedness. Their 
sources of happiness become the same. As 
the Psalmist says—“I shall be satisfied when 
I awake with Thy likeness.” When we look 
upon the works of God and consider their 
measureless extent and inexhaustible varie- 
ty,—the glory of the heavenly spheres and 
the beauty of these earthly fields,—the gran- 
deur of the mountains and the wealth of the 
valleys—the vastness and tumult of the ocean 
and the gentle flow of the inland 
stream,—the thunder of the _ cataract 
and the song of the brook,—the subtle 
elements in their manifold changes, 
adaptations and combinations,—and, above 
all, the heaving, conscious, desiring, think- 
ing, feeling soul within the wonderful tem- 
ple of the body, we admire and adore the 
wisdom of Him who made all, and rules all, 
and cares for all. But how far surpassing 
in beauty must all have been when the sun 
of the first Sabbath shone upon a world 
without a thorn, a blight, a tear, or a crime! 
Amid such perfect scenes, with what satis- 
faction must the Creator have looked down 
upon the effects of His wisdom and power! 
If the soul of the poet glows with happi- 
ness intense as he wreathes his fervid 
thoughts in words of living music; if the 
painter is entranced as he gazes upon the 
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canvas which gives back to him the grand 
conception he had formed, or the sculptor 
as he sees before him the image which has 
been his sleeping and waking vision; if the 
orator kindles with. exultation as the chain 
of his persuasive argument is flung around 
his breathless audience,—what must have been 
the blessedness of the Infinite Spirit con- 
templating all the works of power and beau- 
ty which His Divine thought had planned 
and His Divine skill had wrought! 

We may be partakers of His blessedness. 
Oh, what joy! We know something of the 
happiness which attends upon right and 
kindly deeds. But what must be the joy 
of God in pouring forth from the infinite 
fountain of His heart streams of affection 
to every holy and happy heart? Yet in 
this blessedness the believer may share—by 
sharing His love and mercy and bounty. 
What must be the happiness of God when 
the work of redemption is complete, the 
erring soul brought home, every weakness 
repaired, every shadow of fear or sorrow 
chased away? Into that joy He bids us 
enter. 

Such is some faint expression of the Apos- 
tle’s meaning. “Partakers of the Divine 
nature!’ How noble a dignity does he offer 
to our ambition! What exalted felicity? 
What perfect satisfaction? Go .then and 
fulfill His joy, that His “joy may remain 
in you, and that your joy may be full.”

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WHY HELP WINCHESTER? 

I want to give a few reasons why, the 
Christian church should be interested in the 
work at Winchester, Virginia: 

(1.) It is the connecting If{nk between 
our northern and southern conferences. Be- 
tween the Rays Hill and Southern Pennsyl- 
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its best work, or render the most efficient 
service to any territory until it has entered 
the centers of population. Realizing this 
our little conference is making an effort to 
build a church in Winchester, and hereby 
appeal to the members of the Christian 
church to help us in our undertaking. There 
is not a church in a town of any size in 
our conference. 

(2.) Tne church should be interested be- 
cause of the prospects. We are in the far- 
famed Shenandoah Valley. One of the 
wealthiest and most fertile sections of the 
state. There is a bright future for our 
ehureh here if we can but get the men and 
the means to push the work. The following 
shows the progress since the two conferences 
were united in 1905:

The above has been accomplished with our 
ministers trying to serve from five to eight 
churches. 

We began holding services in Winchester 
last March. We occupy a small church at 
the edge of the city, where we hold servy- 
ices one Sunday afternoon in each month, 
the remainder of our time being taken with 
serving five country churches, with the ex- 
ception of one Sunday per month which is 
spent in visiting other churches and solic- 
iting funds for the Winchester work. Our 
services are usually well attended. We had 
a crowded house at our last appointment. 
There are about twenty-five members in and 
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vania conference on the north and the North 
Carolina and Virginia conference on the 
south there is a territory of hundreds of 
miles in extent with no Christian churches 
except those in the Virginia Valley Central 
conference. It seems to me that there 
should be a general effort on the part of all 
the conferences to enlarge their borders 
gradually until all territory between is coy- 
ered. In order to do this successfully we 
must work in the towns and cities as well 
as in the country. No church or denomina- 
tion can take its stand among others, do 





near the city. Two families connected with 
our church are going to move into the town 
in a few weeks and two more are going to 
move near enough to attend the services. 
The prospects are good to get quite a num- 
ber of members as soon as we get in our 
new building. We need your help to start 
the work. 

(3.) We like to help those who help 
themselves. 

Since peginning our work here $835.77 has 
heen raised in cush for the lot and building, 
$1,400.00 more has been subscribed apart 


from an appropriation of $500.00 from the 
Southern Christian Convention which will 
be available as soon as we raise $1,000.00 
We have purchased a corner lot near the 
center of the city large enough for a church 
and a parsonage. The plans for the build- 
ing have been drawn and the work started. 
About half the excavating has been done, the 
bill for the lumber has been given and a 
part of it sawed. The contractors for the 
work have been decided upon and everything 
is in readiness to push the building in the 
early spring except the money to pay the 
bills. We are going to erect a brick veneer 
structure. When it is completed and fur- 
nished we shall have a property worth about 
$10,000. We hope to raise at least half 
of this amount this year but if we do we 
shall have to depend on the church at large 
for at least $1,000 of it. May we count on 
you to help?

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The Chapter of the Five Kings 





By Rev. Archibald G. Brown 


Spurgeon’s Successor, London 


“For if by one man’s offense death reigned by 
one; much more they which receive abundance 
of grace and of the gift of righteousness shall 
reign in life by one, Jesus Christ. That as Sin 
hath reigned unto Death, even so might grace 
reign through righteousness unto eternal life by 
Jesus Christ our Lord.”’—Romans V. 17 and 21. 


This chapter has been very aptly termed 
“the chapter of the five kings’; and if you 
bear this in mind you will find it a great 
help in your reading and study of the chap- 
ter. I can almost imagine there are some 
ready now to say: “The chapter of five kings? 
Where do you find them?” They are all in 
the verses we have just read. There is King 
Sin, for sin reigned. There is King Death, for 
I read “death reigned.” There is King Grace, 
for grace reigned. There is King Jesus, for 
we reign by one, Jesus Christ; and then, as 
a consequence, you have kingly saints, for 
“they which receive abundance of grace shall 
reign.” 

In this chapter you have the conflict of 
the kings—a more marvelous battle than that 
described in the Book of Genesis when the 
five kings met the four kings in conflict, and 
when, as the result, Lot was taken prisoner 
and was afterwards delivered by a_ kingly 
soul named Abraham. In this 5th of Ro- 
ans you have two kings opposed to two 
kings. ‘Terrible is the fight, but the two holy 
kings obtain a victory: and, as the result, 
there pre a number of captives delivered, 
aint they themselves become more than con- 
querors and actual kings. The conflict, you 
will see, is waged between King Sin and 
King Death on the one side, and King Grace 
und King Jesus on the other. We know who 
wins the day, because “where sin abounded, 
grace did much more abound.” The army 
of King Grace swept like a torrent over 
the forces of King Sin, and all who are one 
with Christ share in His triumph, and, as 
the Word says, they also reign through Jesus 
Christ 

Our subject, then, will be 

The Fire Kings 
of the Sth of Romans. May the Spirit of the 
Lord enable us to perceive and to appropri- 
ate the precious truths which lie like ingots 
of gold in our theme. 

We shall have, first, to look at King Sin. 
You find him in the 21st verse—‘Sin hath 
reigned.’ Then we shall ask you to note 
King Death. You have him mentioned twice 

first in the 14th verse, and then in the 
17th “Nevertheless death reigned.” “By 
one man’s offense death reigned.” Then we 
shall ask you to look at the bright and 
blessed combatants on the other side. There 
is King Grace in the 21st verse. “Even so 
You then have King 
Although it is 
not said there that He reigns, it is clearly 
implied, for it says of believers that “they 
shall reign by one, Jesus Christ.” They 
could not reign if he were not a King. And 
then we shall look at those who were once 
captives, but are now monarchs. You find 
them in the 17th verse. “They which re- 
ceive abundance of grace and of the gift of 
righteousness shall reign in life.” 

Now. then, in dealing with these five kings.

let us, first of all, look at that terrible mon- 
arch, 
King Sin. 

There never was a more loathsome, foul, 
abominable tyrant than he. It would need all 
the power of a Milton's tongue, with all the 
weird, graphic genius of a Dore, to set forth 
before you the hideousness of this monarch, 
who lays claim to every son of woman born. 
1 need hardly tell you how, by wily strate- 
gem, he obtained the town of Mansoul, and 
how, hy a subtle lie, accompanied with mar- 
velous ing-nuity and power, he wormed his 
way into the very citadel of man. As soon 
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aus King Sin had taken his place upon the 
throne, what a foul court he at once constt- 
tuted! The change which Tobiah worked in 
the Temple at Jerusalem) was naught com- 
pared with the change King Sin effected in 
the soul of man. I read that Tobiah turned 
out of the Holy Place of God the incense, 
the frankincense, the myrrh, and all the other 
things that belonged to the service of the 
Lord, and in their place brought in his own 
Think what King Sin 
how he cast out of that holy 
heart which was once Jehovah’s shrine, every 
pure thought, all adoring love, all reveren- 
tial homage, all worship, all devotion, all 
purity: and in a moment transformed the 
heart of man, which, up to that time, had 
been like a Holy of Holies where God alone 
dwelt, into something more foul and loath- 
some than the lair of the wild beast or the 
Into the place 
where all was holy he brought everything 
that was vicious, and. says the apostle, “sin 
reigned.” Oh, do not run away with the 
idea that .Paul is using language which is 
too strong when he says sin reigned. We 
cannot dispute sin’s victory. It was simply 
complete, and now see what an empire he 
has. It is the popular thing just now to 
employ a high-faluting style in describing 
Britain’s greatness, and we are told how,

imperial dominion. No monarch, however, 
in the world has an empire to compare with 
Sin's. In his awful empire all empires are 
included, all nations embraced, all possible 
classes of society subjected. If you want to 
see the extent of King Sin’s empire, read at 
your leisure the 3rd of Romans, the most 
humiliating portion of the whole Word. 
“There is none righteous, no, not one. They 
are all gone out of the way. They are to- 
gether become unprofitable. There is none 
that doeth good, no, not one.” From the 
time of Adam, down to the present moment, 
there has not been heard the cry of an in- 
fant of which Sin could not say, “He is 
born in my dominion.” Sin has touched, 
trained, polluted, grasped all, and damned un- 
numbered hosts. 

And this empire includes every part of 
man. King Sin reigns in every chamber of 
This, again, is the Apostle’s 
urgument. Not only does sin claim every 
man, but sin claims every part of each man. 
Oh. sir. if thou couldst say, “Though sin has 
carried many outworks of my being, yet there 
are some citadels of my manhood which have 
defied his power,” thou mightest have some- 
thing of which to boast. But canst thou 
tell me of any one part of thy manhood in 
which King Sin does not reign? In that 
same wonderful 3rd of. Romans, after the 
Apostle has shown that all have sinned, he 
goes on to demonstrate that all have sinned, 
all “over—throat wrong, lips wrong, eyes 
wrong, feet wrong, heart wrong. The man 
Sin’s scepter is swayed 
over every nerve and over every fiber of our 
body—over every member.. every limb—over 
all our mental powers and all our affections. 
You will find all that recorded in the 3rd 
of Romans, at the 18th verse. What an em- 
pire, then, King Sin has!

The Laws of King Sin are 
Our Own Lusts 

And what are his laws? The laws of King 
Sin are the lusts of the man’s own heart. If 
you turn to the 2nd of Ephesians and the 
third verse, you will see there the laws by 
which King Sin reigns. “Among whom also 
we all had our conversation in times past 
in the lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the desires 
of the flesh and of the mind.” Take down 
the statute book of King Sin, and can you 
read anything more filthy? Take down the 
laws of Sin’s empire. What are they? Con- 
densed, they are this: “I, King Sin, decree 
that every man shall be a law unto himself, 
and that that law shall be the foul lusts 
of his own heart.”” Now, when these are 
the laws, what is the life likely to be? The 
Apostle has photographed it in the ist of 
Romans and the 28th verse. “And even as 
they did not like to retain God in their 
knowledge, God gave them over to a repro- 
bate mind to do those things which are not 
convenient.” Now follows the picture of the 
men who are governed by the laws of King 
Sin :—“Being filled with all unrighteousness. 
fornication, wickedness, covetousness, mali- 
ciousness, full of envy, murder, debate, 
deceit. malignity, whisperers, backbiters, 


haters of God, despiteful, proud, boast- 
things, disobe- 


ers; inventors of evil 
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_ They are willingly captives. 
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dient to parents, without understand- 
ing. covenant breakers, without nat- 


ural affection, implacable, unmerciful; who, 
knowing the judgment of God that they 
which commit such things are worthy of 
death, not only do the same, but have pleas- 
ure in them that do them.” There is God's 
own picture of the style of court King Sin 
surrounds himself with. Need we go far in or- 
der to see that the picture is not exaggerated? 
You know very little of London life, sir, 
if you could not find every one of those 
things mentioned by the Apostle being car- 
ried on, if not in broad daylight, yet under 
the milder beams of the moon. Oh, the 
scenes that the stars look down on! I some- 
times wonder that they draw not down their 
lids over their holy eyes. Why, festering 
all around about us on every hand you can 
find these things. Still, King Sin has for 
his laws the lusts and the desires of the 
heart and of the mind. Sin does for man 
what Milton, in his poem, represents Comus 
doing. You remember that Comus had a 
crystal vase, and in that vessel there was a 
liquor which he would offer to everybody 
he met; and if any drank of 


“His orient liquor in a crystal glass, 
To quench the drouth of Phoebus,” 


what was the consequence? 


“Soon as the potion works, their. human 
count-nance, 

The express resemblance of the gods, is 
changed 

Into some brutish form of wolf, or bear, 

Or ounce, or tiger, hog, or bearded goat, 

All other parts remaining as they. were; 

And they, so perfect in their misery,

The Subjects of King Sin are Willing 
Captives 


Let us go a step farther. One of the sad- 
dest things about King Sin is that he can 
say all his subjects are voluntarily so. 
He does 
not hold them with a grip against 
their wish. That fatal drink which he has 
given them has so maddened their brains, 
and made them so drunk with iniquity, that 
they love their monarch. Oh, poor sinners, if 
you did but feel that you were in captivity, 
I should have more hope in preaching to you. 
The worst of it is that you are so deluded by 
Sin, so enamoured of the monarch whose 
reign must end in death, that you love your 
iron fetters. Your eyes are blinded, and you 
say, “Look at these wreaths of flowers given 
us by our King.” We can see the marks of 
his whip upon you worse than a scourge of 
scorpions, and yet you point to your own 
bruises and say, “See the love tokens which 
our monarch gives us.” Besotted by your 
monarch, you are content to be damned, and 
hate that other King who comes to deliver 
you from your bondage. 

And, lastly, you will see, if you look at 
the text, that King Sin’s reign is a cruel 


‘ one, for in the last verse you read “sin 


hath reigned unto death,” or, as the word 
may be translated, “in death.” First of all, 
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he puts out the eyes of his subjects, and then 
he slaughters them. He hath “blinded the 
minds of them which believe not, lest the 
light of the glorious Gospel of Christ, who 
is the image of God, should shine unto them.” 
And then, after having blinded every one of 
his subjects, he leads them at last like sheep 
to the slaughter. “Sin hath reigned unto 
death.” 


Such is the foul, loathsome king that is 
mentioned first in our list. 

Now let me ask you to look at 

King Death 

You find him in the 14th verse, and after- 
wards in the 17th. In the latter verse we 
read, “For if by one man’s offense death 
reigned by one’’—that is, by “one offense.’ 
Hence, the first point that comes to our mind 
is that King Death is King Sin’s firstborn 
because it was by sin that death reigned. 


Now, I must ask you for a moment to 
mark the Apostle’s argument. Death reigns 
by sin. Satan reigns by both. It is a triple 
empire. They stand or fall together. And 
this is why the Holy One attacks sin, be- 
cause He knew that if sin fell, hell and death 
would both fall with it. Oh, what an em- 
pire King Death has! With two exceptions, 
it is as wide as the domain of sin. Leaving 
out Enoch, who was translated, and Elijah, 
who was caught up, Death can say concern- 
ing every man of woman born, “I claim 
him as my subject.” Who can compete with 
King Death? He can say what no monarch 
on earth can utter :—‘I have never suffered 
a defeat. I have entered into the lists with 
the wisest, and my finger has touched that 
busy brain, and it crumbled into dust, and all 
the man’s wisdom was powerless to defeat 
my end. I have entered into combat with 
the man whose sinews were like iron. I 
touched Samson, and every sinew shrank, 
and the strong man bowed himself. The 
wealthy have not been able to bribe me, and 
the longest life has had to succumb at last. 
Though old Methuselah appeared long to es- 
cape me, and wrestled with me for nine 
hundred and sixty-nine years, I only played 
with him. When the hour came, I laid him 
low with perfect ease.” There is this differ- 
ence between King Death and King Sin. 
King Sin’s subjects are all voluntary, but 
King Death’s subjects are all involuntary. 
Although they love sin, they hate death. Al- 
though they willingly serve King Sin, they 
dread King Death; and therefore, in the 
Book of Job, he is spoken of as the “King 
of Terrors.” Now, I think that you perceive 
that the Apostle has brought forward two 
of the mightiest monarchs that we can con- 
ceive—Sin and Death.

RESPECT IN THE PULPIT 


Some ministers are easily disturbed by the 
slightest commotion that takes place in the 
congregation. The effect upon their nerves 
varies. Some lose that ease which is neces- 
sary for them to do their part effectually, 
others become irritated and often show it to 
the extent of rebuking publicly those who 
are the cause of the trouble. 

The quiet of a religious service may be dis- 
turbed by two kinds of influences, viz.: those 
which cannot be avoided and should be char- 
itably overlooked, and these which are en- 


tirely inexcusable. To the former class be- 
longs the restlessness of infants and the oc- 
easional indisposition of one of the worship- 
ers. To the latter belongs whispering, chang- 
ing seats, unnecessary going in and out, late- 


-ness and many other things which may only 


he explained by the disrespect of the offenders. 

“We know of ministers who have scolded 
mothers because their babies cried during 
the sermon. Our sympathies were with the 
poor. humiliated mothers and the uncomfort- 
able little ones who were unused to hot, 
stuffy, badly ventilated meeting houses. Again 
some good men in the pulpit seem to go out 
of the way for a chance to publicly rebuke 
the thoughtless boy or silly girl who may an- 
noy them. In most cases the harm out- 
weighs the good that the disgrace of a public 
rebuke from the pulpit may do. 

A matter that some ministers do not re- 
gard is the fact that they themselves are 
often guilty of disrespect to their audiences 
in a way that practically amounts to sacri- 
lege. A preacher who calls upon a lay broth- 
er to lead in prayer ought to bear in mind 
that a prayer is something in which all have 
a part. For a pastor then to use the opportu- 
nity for arranging his notes—hunting a 
hymn, or whispering to a fellow minister, is 
a breach of good manners. It is more. It 
is a wicked act in which he shows a disre- 
gard for the attitude one should be in when 
prayer is offered and a lack of concern in the 
things expressed in the prayer. 

When two or more preachers occupy the 
platform it seems as though they must al- 
ways be exchanging confidences or whisper- 
ing about something that has no part in the 
service. Sometimes this is so while prayers 
are being said but especially is it very often 
the case when singing is in progress. Were 
the disturbers unselfish enough to think of 
the effect their conduct has on the person 
who may be singing, it might occur to them 
that the singer is very much disturbed and 
feels bad about it and wonders why “men of 
the cloth” do not show better breeding, to 
say the least. 

A preacher is always an example for those 
who see him and his influence in a commu- 
nity may go far toward making people more 
kindly and considerate toward one another. 
When he leads in pulpit devotions he is the 
most conspicuous example there. What he 
does is sure to add or to take from sanctity 
of the occasion. 

Never, above all things, should he fall into 
the careless error of being disrespectful or 
irreverent before those from whom he de- 
mands and expects such things.—The Men- 
nonite.

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Regeneration and Reformation 





By Rev. C. J. Yeomans, York Corner, Maine 


In writing upon the subject of Regener- 
ation I do so with the firm conviction that 
one of the greatest needs of the Church 6f 
Christ is men and women who have been 
truly regenerated. 

We are laying, I fear, too much stress 
upon the importance of joining the Church, 
of living a good moral life, and doing the 
best we can, and not enough upon the abso- 
lute necessity of Regeneration, and reforma- 
tion. If a person is truly regenerated, I do 
not think there will be much difficulty in 
getting him out to the preaching service, 
to the prayer-meeting, and to all the other 
services of the Church. 

I do not believe that there will be a great 
deal of difficulty to get a truly regenerated 
and reformed person to give for the support 
of the Church, for home and foreign mis- 
sions, and for all other Christian enter- 
prises. Therefore the absolute necessity of 
regeneration and reformation. 

In considering this subject let me say that 
Regeneration means “The radical and per- 
manent moral change wrought into the spirit- 
ual nature of man by the Holy Spirit through 
faith in the Lord Jesus Christ. It means the 
gracious diviae impartation of spiritual life 

the new birth. 

In the first place I shall call your atten- 
tion to the necessity of THE NEW BIRTH. 

In the third chapter of the Gospel of 
John and the third verse you will note that 
Jesus said to Nicodemus, “Ye must be born 
again.” 

It is necessary to be born again for— 

1. WITHOUT IT MAN CANNOT SEE 
THE KINGDOM OF GOD. 

As man belongs to the natural, he cannot 
enter into the spiritual kingdom without a 
spiritual nature, “Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, ercept a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit, he cannot enter into the kingdom 
of God.” 

Drummond has this to say upon this sub- 
ject. “The passage from the natural to the 
spiritual world is hermetically sealed on the 
natural side. The door from the unorganic 
to the organic is shut ; no mineral can open ‘it; 
so the door from the natural to the spiritual 
is shut. and no man can open it. 

This world of natural men is staked off 
from the spiritual world by barriers which 
have never yet been crossed from within. No 
organic change, no modification of environ- 
ment, no mental energy, no moral effort, no 
evolution of character; no progress of civi- 
lization, can endow any single human soul 
with the attributes of spiritual life. 

The spiritual world is guarded from the 
world next in order beneath it by a law of 
Biogenenesis—“‘except a man be born again 
he cannot enter the kingdom of God.” 


REGENERATION IS NECESSARY FOR— 

2. WITHOUT IT MAN CANNOT SEE 
LIFE—John 3: 36. 

“He that believeth on the Son hath life ev- 
erlasting: he that believeth not the son shall 
not see life; but the wrath of God abideth on 
him.” 

The natural man is in a state of death, 


(a) He is in a state of physical death :— 
Gen 3:3 and Heb. 9 

(b) He is in a state of moral death,— 
Eph. 2:1. 

(c) He is in a state of spiritual death,— 
I Cor. 2:14. 

Man’s renewing is only made _ possible 
through the Lord Jesus Christ who died 
for us upon the cross of calvary, and so it 
comes to pass that, “he that hath the Son 
hath life, and he that hath not the son shall 
not see life.’—I John 5:12. 

THEN AGAIN REGENERATION IS NECESSARY FOR— 

3. WITHOUT IT MAN CANNOT SEB

“Follow peace with all men, and holiness, 
without which no man shall see the Lord.”

It is very important that we have a divine 
nature if we desire to see God. One has said, 
“He must become Godlike who desires to see 
God.” And now, in the second place I desire

THE NATURE OF THE NEW BIRTH 


1. It is not Reformation,

We may be extremely noisy and _ boister- 
ous, we may be apparently very zealous and 
religious, and yet not be truly regenerated. 

Well then, what is regeneration? 

In the first place it is a new creation, ac- 
cording to II Cor. 5:17. 

“If any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away: behold 
all things are become new.” 

Then again we read that Regeneration is 
a “Translation from darkness to light, and 
from the kingdom of Satan into the kingdom 
of God’s dear Son.” 

Again REGENERATION is of the word 
and the Spirit according to John 3:5; Heb. 
9:12, and I Peter 1: 23. 

Then notice Regeneration comes through 
faith. 

“He that believeth on the son hath everlast- 
ing life.’ “He that heareth my word, and 
believeth on him that sent me, hath everlast- 
ing life and shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but it is passed from death unto life.” 
—John 3:36 and 5: 24. 

“Soon as my all I ventured on the aton- 
ing blood, 

His Holy Spirit entered and I was born 
of God.” 

There is another blessed thought that I 
wish to speak of, and that is, the word of 
God assures the believer that he is a child 
of God. 

Read John 1: 12 and Roni. 10: 9. 
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Then, too, the Holy Spirit witnesses to 
the fact of our Regeneration. 

“The Spirit Himself beareth witness with 
our Spirits that we are the Children of God.” 
—Rom. 8:16. 

And then again, an INNER CHANGE as- 
sures the Christian that he has passed from 
death to life. 

“We know that we have passed from death 
unto life, because we love the brethren.”— 
I John 3: 14. 

This may be called a psychological change 
—a new consciousness, which compels one 
to love now the things once hated, and to 
hate the things once loved. 

Reformation means the “Correction or a- 
mendment of life or manner: the re-forma- 
tion of character.” 

Reformation has to do with the principles 
und habits, and has important place in the 
believer’s life. In Col. 3: 5-9, and also Levi 
45;8, 9, we have this thought brought out 
very forcibly. 

Regeneration, is for the sinner, Reforma- 
tion is for the believer. 

Regeneration is putting on a new life; ref- 
ormation is putting off an old life. Read 
Col. 3: 5-10. 

Regeneration has reference to the begin- 
ning of a new life: Reformation to the be- 
ginning of a new Character. 

Regeneration means the reception of a 
new life. Reformation the expression of 
that life in Christian deeds and grace.

Letter From Florida 








Ft. Myers, Lee Co., Fla., March 11, 1910. 

Deak Dr. Barrett :—Mrs. Long and myself 
have been in the “Land of Flowers” for 
some time. I left her at Tampa, Fla., with 
relatives and came down to this place to 
visit Senibel island, see the tropical groves 
on the banks of Coloosahotchoo and learn 
more about the rich drained lands about 
Lake Okeechobee. Ages and ages of con- 
stant mineral deposit have left a layer of 
from six to fifteen feet in thickness of land 
so rich in nitrogen and other bearing qual- 
ities that it affords promise of development 
which reaches beyond the limits of prophecy. 
Here they have been shipping strawberries 
already, also potatoes, squash and snaps by 
the boat loads. 

My home has been with Dr. Miller, for- 
merly of Iowa. My roommate had been 
Mr. Chas. T. Coates, a member of the G. A. 
R. from Plattsburg, Ohio. I have spent my 
time fishing. Bro. Coates spent his time 
gathering shells on the shore of the Gulf of 
Mexico and looking after tropical fruits and 
flowers. Such fishing! At times they dark- 
ened the waters. The fishing at St. Peters- 
burg I enjoyed very much. At in four 
hours I caught so many I quit counting them. 
A lady from Rhode Island, in passing, took 
with her kodak D. A. L. with a snapper on 
his hook. That picture you will want for 
(All right, send it along. We 
will give it a place.—EpIror. ) 

One man killed a big trout with his pole 
and gave it to me. Bro. Coates and some 
ladies and gentlemen caught others and gave 
them to me, too. These added to my sack 
bag. already nearly full, I had boxed and 
iced and shipped them to Mrs. Long at Tam- 
pa to eat and to distribute them among her 
neighbors. 

Bro. Coates and I spent a day nearly at 
the palatial home of Thomas A. Edison, the 
wizard of wires. His, winter residence 
is at Fort Myers. We only thought of spend- 
ing a few moments in conversation with 
him. Mr. F. Olt, who has been his engineer 
for over thirty years, said,: “Dr. Long, al- 
though Mr. Edison is hard of hearing, I 
want you to tell him a story and he will tell 
you one.” Said I. “All right.’ The day 
was perfect. His campus, with over forty 
kinds of trees and flowers, lies on the 
banks of the beautiful river—on an arm of 
the gulf. The mocking birds were singing. 
the air was laden with the perfume of 
flowers, the oranges and lemon trees are 
full of fruit, the pet pelicans and monkeys 
were as happy as clams on high tide. Mr. 
Edison was seated in front of one of his 
magnificent labratories from which he speaks 
his thoughts through the ethereal interspaces 
around the world swifter than the voice of 
the morning. As, like so many great men, 
he is a native of Ohio, he knew Mr. Coates, 
and as I had lived in Ohio, it was easy to 
get acquainted. Mr. Edison first told us 
that he was 63, Feb. 10th. His ancestors 
on his father’s side were Holland Dutch, 
and on his mother’s Scotch. He has been 
twice married. He has three children by 
his first wife and three by his last wife. As 
the old negro said he thought preachers went

to conference to swap sermons, sO we swap- 
ped anecdotes. I led off by telling him 
J called it reminding him—of fhe man 
from Ohio who went to London for the 
first time. He followed, pulling a little 
note book from his pocket and taking a glance 
at his long list of stories, and replied by

telling the story of Appius Claudius. You 
will have to ask Bro. Coates to tell you 
what followed. I never met a man who 
had a better vein of lambent humor run- 
ning through him. 

Mr. Edison’s principal recreation at this 
place is fishing. Mr. Olt took us out on 
the wharf about fourteen hundred feet and 
showed us Mr. Edison’s fishing tackle. In 
the shallow water we could see large fish 
of different kinds, among them a sword fish, 
several feet long. 

At the request of the Captain of the 
boat, Gladdys, I made a talk on Bible teach- 
ing, aS we came up the bay. One night 
I spoke in the M. E. church, South, on “A 
Visit to the Holy Land.” I would remain 
here longer, but I am to preach at the Park 
Ave., church in Tampa next Sunday at 11 
a. m. and at the First Methodist church 
at 7:30 p. m. One man has offered me 
large consideration if I will preach here 
regularly. 

Out here we brought home a visitor from 
Canada who had lost her little girl. Yes, 
yes, other things are beautiful. Strange as 
it may seem to some, to me few things are more 
beautiful than a very young child in its 
shroud. I saw one yesterday. The little in- 
nocent face looked so sublimely simple and 
confiding among the cold terrors of death. 
Crimeless and fearless, that little mortal has 
passed alone under the shadow and. has ex- 
plored the mystery of dissolution. There is 
death in its sublimest and purest image; no 
hatred, no hypocrisy, no suspicion, no care 
for the morrow ever darkened that little life: 
death has come lovingly upon it; there is 
nothing cruel or harsh in its victory. The 
yearnings of love, indeed, cannot be satis- 
fied; for the prattle and smile, all the little 
world of thoughts that were so delightful, 
are gone forever. Awe, too, will overcome 
us in its presence, for we are looking on 
death, but we felt as we stood amid the 
palms, orange and lemon groves of this trop- 
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ical paradise of Fort Myers, that we did 
not fear for the lonely voyage; for we said 
in our hearts, “the child has gone simple 
and trusting into the presence of its All-wise 
Father, and “of such,” we believe, “is the 
kingdom of heaven.” 

Before I left Tampa I received a letter 
from Rey. J. W. Wellons, asking me to look 
up N. W. Wellons, a son of Judge Wellons 
who resides at Tampa. I went to his former 
place of business, but failed to find him. 
Will try again before I return to North Caro- 
lina. 

Our home in Tampa is at 114 Plant Ave- 
nue, with Mr. J. W. Phillips, a wholesale 
merchant, who married a sister of Mrs. Long. 
Tampa is now the second city in Florida, 
and has a white population larger than Jack- 
sonville. 

Our people are looking forward to the Con- 
vention at Suffolk, Va. Eastern Virginia 
hospitality cannot be surpassed. I look for 
a wonderful impetus to be given to the Lay- 
men’s Missionary Movement and the cause 
of Missions at the Suffolk Convention. 

When you come to Florida always call for 
grape fruit for breakfast, and for king 
oranges between meals. They are food too 
good to describe. One says, “Food for an- 
gels.’ They are the nectar that crowns the 
banquet served “in cups of gold.” If you 
tuke them fresh from the trees now, they 
are perfumed with bridal blossoms. When 
you were reading Homer and Virgil, you 
read of the nectar of the gods. Well, they 
never tasted of the “liquid sunshine,” clari, 
fied, distilled and condensed in a sun-kissed, 
golden-crowned, Florida king orange. We 
must send some of our young preachers from 
the frozen North to organize churches and 
conferences in this land of flowers.

Can it be true that the unknown is much 
more than the known? May it not be true 
in all departments of knowledge?

have to do every day, but it is much more 
likely to be true of the things which are not 
common, the things which are not so well 
We may go a step farther and say 
but little—by

are enjoying many things very much, but this

of the best things we know 
far the 
earthly life are as yet all unknown to us. 
only shows the fact that we are capable of 
feasting on a very little. 

As Christians we are delighted with Christ, 
and yet how little do we know of Him? So 
little in fact that it would not be far over- 
stepping the truth that our fullest 
knowledge is scanty as compared with what 
Him. In olden times, 
even in the days when He was on earth in 
person, the people seemed not to know Him. 
The fact is often declared in the New Tes- 
tament—they did not know Him. May it not 
be that this is more nearly true to-day than 
most of us dream? It is unquestionably 
true that what we do not know of Christ is 
far than what we know. 
anxious ought every one of us 
to be to learn all there is of Him—of His 
of Tlis life. of His work, of His 
sacrifice, of His death. of His resurrection. 
of His ascension, of His intercession, of His 
glory with the Father and in the salvation 
of a lost world. Of these things in Christ 
the most of us have caught but glimpses— 
we are yet to see Him and understand Him 
in the splendor of His reality. The world 
does not understand Him because they have 
seen so little of Him, and largely they have 
seen so little of Him because they have shut 
their eyes to the light of His face.

“He was in the world, and the world 
was made by him, and the world knew 
him not.”—John 1: 10. 

That is ever the reception the world gives 
to Jesus—they do not know Him because 
they shut their eyes against His truth and 
so turn Him away. How strange that we 
so labor to know those who care so little for 
us. and yet are so little concerned for a 
knowledge of Him who gave His life a ran- 
som for us? When we read, as in verse 26, 
that those among whom Jesus stood did not 
know Him, it seems more than we can com- 
prehend how all the fulness of God mani- 
fested in the flesh could stand in our midst, 
and yet we be so blind as not to know Him. 


It is so—it is true to-day. Christ comes into 
midst and works wonders and 
yet many do not see Him—they do not un- 
derstand that it is the Christ of God, and 
remain strangers to Him and His

“Jesus answered and said unto her, If 
thou Knewest the gift of God, and who it 
is that saith to thee, Give me to drink; 
thou wouldst have asked of him, and He 
would have given thee living water.”’— 
John 4: 10. 


Jesus as the gift of God, is the greatest 
stranger to most of us. Here He was talking 
to one who needed Him so much, and yet 
she did not know Him. It is clear enough 
that a lack of a true knowledge was keep- 
ing her out of the one thing she so much 
needed. Him was the desire of 
Paul. Him may well be the de- 
sire of us all, for a knowledge of Jesus as 
God's gift to the world is the surest way 
into light and liberty. It is the truth of 
that makes us free, but the truth 
can do little for us till we know it, at least 
sufficiently to grasp its thought and appro- 
priate its value. It is much as a man who 
owns a farm; in its bowels is a gold mine of 
inestimable value, but to its owner it is of 
little or no worth. not because it is not there, 
nor yet because it is not valuable, for it is 
immensely so. Two things are necessary to 
make it valuable to its owner: I. he must 
know it is there; 2. he must make its riches 
available. So with men—they must come 
to know Christ and then by faith they must 
appropriate Him—get a heart possession of 
Him.

“Then said they unto him, Where is thy 
Father? Jesus answered, Ye neither 
know me, nor my Father: if ye had known 
me, ye would have known my Father also.”’ 
—John 8: 19. 


The Pharisees thought themselves wise, but 
they did not know Jesus—did not even know 
the Father in the true sense. They claimed 
to know the Father. but Jesus told them if 
they had known Him, they would have 
known the Father also. Here it is clearly 
implied that a knowledge of Jesus means 
more than the language would ordinarily in- 
dicate. To know Jesus truly is to have our 
vision opened to see the Father in a spiritual 
way, and so bring us to know both the Fath- 
er and the son. We are studying and learn- 
ing almost everything in life, except we 
pass by the uppermost facts in our sphere— 
we do not seek to know Jesus as we ought. 
To many of us He is indeed the unknown 
Christ. If we know Him not, we cannot ap- 


propriate Him, and that means we are in 
darkness—the darkness of this world, and 
that is worse than the darkness of Egypt. 


“Why herein is a marvelous thing, that 
ye know not from whence he is, and yet 
he hath opened mine eyes.’’-—John 9: 30. 

Wilful ignorance is the worst sort of 
blindness. Those people had seen the mar- 
velous works of Jesus, and yet they did not 
know Him. Though a man who had been 
born blind had been restored to sight, yet 
they could not in an event of such transcen- 
dent importance the Son of God. It 
looks as if any man of ordinary perception 
would have known that the power of God 
was manifest in the person of Jesus. It is 
not so much that men do not know Him, but 
that they choose not to know Him, shutting 
their eyes to any knowledge of His presence. 
This sort of conduct has been common in 
every age of the world. It was true in the 
days of Jesus. See Matt. 13:10-17. It is 
also true now, just as it was then. Men 
shut their eyes to the light that they may 
not be compelled to admit that they know 
Him.

“Jesus saith unto him, Have I been so 
long time with you, and yet hast thou not 
known me, Philip? He that hath seen 
me hath seen the Father; and how sayest 
thou then, Shew us the Father?’—John 
14: 9. 

Here history repeats itself—one of the 
disciples did not know Him. His eyes seem 
to have been blinded in some way, till he 
could not see the Christ in the person before 
him, and Jesus rebuked him so gently by 
asking that question, Have I been so long 
time with you and yet hast thou not known 
Philip? Alas, how many Philips are 
there among the professed disciples them- 
selves—wearing His name, and yet know 
Him not. But that is nothing new. It is a 
common thing to-day. Perhaps there is no 
greater weakness afflicting the Church, as 
the body of Christ, to-day than this sad fact, 
so many wear His name, and yet do not know 
Him at all experimentally. We must know 
Christ in the heart-life as well as in the 
intellectual life. Some are trying to main- 
tain an intellectual acquaintance with Jesus 
apart from the heart-life, but that is always 
a failure, and of necessity it must be so. It 
is true that with the mind men and women 
believe, but Paul opens to us the fact that 
the same is true of the heart—for with the 
heart man beliéveth unto righteousness. So 
saving faith rests on two pillars—believing 
with the heart and with the mind.

“And these things will they do unto 
you, because they have not known the 
Father, nor me.”’—John 16: 3. 

We sometimes think it so strange that 
men who profess to believe in Jesus will per- 
secute others who also profess to believe in 
Him. But it is .perfectly plain. Men and 
women who profess to believe in Jesus and 
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yet in fact do not, they are the people who 
persecute the true people of God, and they 
do it because they have not known the Fa- 
ther, nor His Son, Jesus Christ. 

Nothing is more offensive to worldly church 
members than to see others who profess His 
hame walking so beautifully and faultlessly 
as that every act well nigh is a rebuke of 
the life the formal worldly church member 
is living. You see they have not the spirit 
of Jesus, they do not know Him in fact, and 
that means that the evil spirit is still living 
in them, and that evil spirit stirs up the 
worldly church member to do evil things be- 
cause the life of the saintly one is a constant 
rebuke to their worldliness. 

If a man persecute you, provided you are 
walking in the light of God, you may put it 
down as a sure sign that it is because he 
does not know God, and not knowing Him, 
he necessarily has not His spirit. 


“* * * because they knew him not."’— 
Acts 13: 27. 


Jesus was condemned because the men who 
condemned Him did not know Him. It was 
ignorance, sinful ignorance—that always 
shuts the light out. 


“Whosoever abideth in him _ sinneth 
not: whosoever sinneth, hath not seen 
him, neither known him.’—I John 3: 6. 


That is the secret of the whole thing. If 
we love sin, it is because we do not know 
Him. If we sin, wilfully and knowingly, it 
is because we do not truly know Jesus—do 
not know Him and do not love Him. It is 
contrary to all experience to sin wilfully 
against one we love in truth.

Hence the 
banquet held Thursday night by the Brother- 
hood, and that the missionary zeal and ac- 
tivity of the men will be immeasurably felt 
during the coming year is very evident from 
the many excellent addresses delivered. 


VISITORS PRESENT 


“Among the visitors in attendance were 
Rev. Denison of Huntington, Ind., a former 
pastor of the First Christian church, and 
who is always welcome to Troy; Rev. Kerr, 
pastor of the Pleasant Hill Christian church 
and two of his leading members, Messrs. 
Beery and Perkins, were also present. 


SPLENDID FEAST 


“As the company assembled each was 
most hospitably greeted and at 7 o’clock Rev. 
J. E. Etter, the pastor, followed by the vis- 
itors and members of the Brotherhood, led 
the way to the assembly room where tables 
glistening in snowy whiteness had been ar- 
ranged so as to seat all at one time. Rev. 
Kerr pronounced the invocation.

INSPIRING SIGHT 

“It was a very inspiring sight to see more 
than a hundred men on their feet, entering 
so heartily into the singing of the first hymn, 
which was followed by prayer by Rev. W. H. 
Denison. Recognition of all visitors in at- 
tendance was made by the members of the 
Brotherhood rising to their feet. 

“Mr. Clemm in introducing the speakers 
said that this was one of the greatest meet- 
ings to be held since the Dayton movement. 
It brought men into touch with the work 
of the present time. The great laymen’s 
missionary movement was launched three 
years ago and the meeting of to-night is 
simply the outgrowth naturally of the Day- 
ton convention. It is decidedly a movement 
and men are recognizing it as such by put- 
ting their money into it. The purpose is 
not to organize a missionary society but to 
create enthusiasm among. the men, to get 
them to see and understand what they have 
to do. 

“GIVING” 

“George Graef was called upon to talk on 
‘Giving,’ a theme which he handled in a 
very delightful manner. showing that the 
small gifts count. The saving of a street- 
car fare or a cigar each day by all the Prot- 
estant men would be sufficient to pay for 
the work of evangelizing the world. 


“DAYTON CONVENTION” 


“Walter C. Pierce took up “The Dayton 
Convention,’ which he thought simply indi- 
eated that the people of the present genera- 
tion are getting away from the religion of 
the few to co-operate together in the work 
of the ideal church. All church work is mis- 
sionary and we are having a greater respect 
for the things which men are now under- 
taking. The speaker gave a very amusing 
personal experience when he thought that 
he had been called to enter the mission field. 
When he presented himself to the board he 
found that it was composed entirely of la- 
dies, and at the same time he and the board 
saw that his call had been a mistake. The 
eurriculum of the church had added another 
text book. Formerly it was composed of 
the Bible and the hymn book, but the pocket- 
hook had been added. 


“SYSTEMATIC GIVING” 


“‘Systematie Giving’ was the topic of A. 
E. Sinks’ address. System was recognized in 
business, society, and even more so should 
be recognized in the church and among the 
individual members. All great enterprises 
are governed by system and the man at the 
head does things. So with giving it should 
be definite and fixed. If each of the mem- 
bers of the local church were to give five 
cents each for twenty weeks. they would 
raise more than $700 for missions. Last year 
the church gave $399 or at the rate of 1.1 
cents each. 


“DENOMINATIONAL RALLY” 


“T. A. Miller described ‘Our Denomina- 
tional Rally’ held in Dayton and the move- 
ment inaugurated was very. similar to the 
one being held at the present time. 

“At this point Rev. Kerr and his members 
were compelled to leave. but the former was 
ealled on for a few words. He spoke of the 
inspiration he had gathered from such a 
meeting and was rejoiced to find a church 
that was doing things. The greatest thing 
was to make our lives count in this world. 


“THE SUBSTITUTE” 


“Perry Yantis told of ‘The Substitute.’ He 
had never thought much of missions until he 
went to school with Mr. Gorman, who is 
now in Japan. Mr. Yantis gave statistics 
showing how much it would cost to support 
a missionary. The local members by con- 
tributing half a cent a day, could raise $1,- 
368.75 or more than was necessary. All can- 
not be preachers and missionaries, but all 
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can help to support a substitute in the for- 
eign . field. 

“N. Rathbun took up “The Christian’s 
Work Away from Home,’ and gave a concise 
statement of what the church had done and 
the plans now being considered by the mis- 
sionary board. 


“MEN’S OPPORTUNITIES” 


“Briefly, Rev. J. E. Etter spoke of ‘Men’s 
Opportunities.” He expressed his great love 
for men, their society, and the church does 
not pay as much attention as it should to 
such meetings as they were enjoying. The 
speaker was glad that the men were taking 
the initiative to interest the church in the 
greatest themes of humanity. 

“Rev. Denison was called upon and briefly 
told of what was being done by the mission- 
aries and the great sacrifices they were mak- 
ing.

“A. E. Sinks read the resolution as out- 
lined by the co-operating committee at Day- 
ton, and the Brotherhood heartily and unani- 
mously indorsed the same, which means that 
the men of the First Christian church this 
year will double their offerings for missions.

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All telescopes are now turned in the di- 
rection of Halley’s comet, which is approach- 
ing the earth at the rate of 2,000,000 miles a 
day. While this most wonderful of all com- 
ets, which crosses the path of the earth 
once in about every seventy years, cannot 
yet be seen by the naked eye, it has been 
photographed at the Lick Observatory in Cal- 
ifornia several times within the last three 
months and may now be picked up with small 
telescopes. 

Two, or possibly three, months may elapse 
before it can be seen without the aid of a 
telescope, but in time it will blaze forth with 
wonderful brilliancy. It is now passing from 
the constellation of Aries in Pisces and at 
the end of the month will set about 9 p. m. 

Halley's comet has been one of the im- 
portant phenomena in the history of as- 
tronomy. Chinese and European astrono- 
mers record appearances of the comet in 
1378, 1456, 1531 and 1607, but it was not 
until the son of a London soapmaker, Ed- 
mund Halley, in 1682, associated these ap- 
pearances that the sci- 
ence of identifying com- 
ets was established. 

The comet moves in 
a great ellipse, stretch- 
ing out beyond the orbit 
of Neptune. Of all the 
comets with periods of 





less than eighty years 
Halley's is the only one 
which moves with a 
retrograde motion, 
that is, in the direc- 
tion opposite to the mo- 
tions of all the planets 
about the sun.

THROUGH THE COM- 
ET’S TAIL 


BY PAUL J. BOBERT 


Halley's comet is rap- 
idly vanishing in the 
West in the constella- 
tion of Pisces, in which 
it is located at present. 
It will reappear in the 
Eastern skies about 
April 1, when it will 
probably be visible to 
the naked eye a little 
before sunrise, and af- 
ter going around the 
sun on May 18 it will 
again be in sight in the 
Western sky in all its splendor—if it retains 
any. 

When men get old they lose their hair, 
and it seems that when comets reach a cer- 
tain period of longevity they lose their 
tails. The first indication of the appear- 
ance of Halley’s comet, by the process of 
backward calculation and Chinese records 
of observation, dates from 240 B. C., mak- 
ing it over 2,000 years old, since we first 
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made its acquaintance. It might then have 
been millions of years old, since its capture 
by Neptune, a planet unknown to Newton 
or Halley. During its visits since 1456, it 
has shown unmistakable signs of senility. 
Herschel noticed its deterioration and dis- 
integration, and the drawing made by Struve 
at its last appearance in 1835 is not of a 
nature to terrify the public, nor call for 
supplications and prayers in our churches 
to ward off its evil influences. It is true 
that the earth was not then in a position 
for its inhabitants to have a good view of 
the comet, and neither will we be on May 
18, especially so far as the residents of the 
Eastern part of the United States are con- 
cerned. Hence, an expedition leaves this 
week for Honolulu, where it is hoped that 
a better view of the comet may be obtained. 

According to the latest computations we 
shall very probably spend a few hours with- 
in the limits of the tail of this comet, should 
the tail be*of supposed length. The comet 
will pass between us and the sun, and the 
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comet of that year, and were never aware 
of it until told so a few weeks afterward. 
We shall probably pass through the tails 
of many others, with less notable result 
than that caused by an aurora borealis. 

The spectroscopic observations lately made 
by Deslandres at the observatory of Meudon, 
close to Paris, are conclusive as to the fact, 
that both the circular nucleus and the tail 
are self-luminous and due to incandescent 
gases. 


But what of that! 


The tenuity of the gases forming the train 
of a comet saves us from any danger by 
contact or contamination. The gases of 
which the tail, and very probably the nucleus, 
are formed, cannot intermingle with our 
dense atmosphere, even in its upper region, 
where its own rarefaction is fatal to human 
life. It will resist any penetration by the 
more tenuous cometary vapors, and there 
cannot be any intermingling of the two. 

This is a principle of physics, or science 
is at fault. 

How do you know that it is so tenuous? 

Very easily. A comet’s tail is always op- 
posite to the sun, no matter what is the 
position of the comet in its orbit, and this 
is admitted to be due to the repulsive action 
of the sun’s light. The comet of 1843, known 
as Faye’s comet, entirely reversed its di-

elbow room, or rather “tail room,” will be 
93,000,000 miles, so that it depends entirely 
on the length of its caudal appendage, wheth- 
ed we shall be asphyxiated by cyanogen, sodi- 
um, hydrocarbons and other gases. So say 
and so believe the timorous, the unscien- 
tific and the superstitious. 

We have passed through the tails of com- 
ets before, and many living to-day passed 
on July 3, 1861, through the tail of the great 


It 
swung its tail of 100,000,000 miles through 
a semi-revolution. 

Let us not be terrorized. Let us not ex- 
pect too grand a show. The observations so 
far taken do not indicate any startling phe- 
nomena in the heavens and are not har- 
bingers of forthcoming peril. 

Do not worry about Halley’s comet, or 
any other, for that matter.

The shock 
was felt .mainiy in the central part of the 
state and did not extend farther north than 
San Francisco. No damage was reported to 
have been done. 

——Nora Williams, John D. Rockefeller’s 
nurse and the nurse of his children, recently 
died in Cleveland, aged 103 years. A num- 


* ber of years ago when Mr. Rockefeller was 


in poor health she recommended the out- 
door treatment and was laughed at. Some 
time afterwards he adopted it and the old 
nurse said, “It’s good doctors you have, but 
a leetle common sense is what you are need- 
ing.” 





The board of New York aldermen 
passed an ordinance requiring that cold stor- 
age food offered for sale shall bear a tag 
showing the date ou which it was placed in 
storage and the date when taken out. The 
ordinance which takes effect immediately, 
provides that im the case of eggs, fish and 
fowls, the boxes or receptacles shall be 
tagged. A long and bitter wrangle preceded 
the voting. 


——It is estimated that there are 250,000 
hives or colonies of bees in Switzerland, each 
of which produces forty pounds of honey 
during the season, a* total of 10,000,000 
pounds a year. The average price of honey 
for the year 1909 was twenty-five cents per 
pound, giving the year’s product a total value 
of $2,500,000, which is mostly profit, nature 
providing the raw material in an abundance 
of flowers. 


——Uncle Sam has directed that hereafter 
postage stamps shall be delivered by the 
clerk “gum side up.”

——Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont is reported to 
be on the verge of a physical breakdown 
from overwork in the cause of suffrage. She 
is soon to go to Europe to visit her daughter 
and take a much-needed rest. 

—The Astronomical and Astrophysical 
Society of America has sent to astronomers 
throughout the world a circular soliciting 
the co-operation in the observation of Hal- 
ley’s comet. The principal object is to obtain 
photographs of the comet from all parts 
of the globe. An expedition has been sent 
to Hawaii to study the comet during the 
period of its greatest brilliancy, March, 
April, May and June. 

—In three days’ journey through Texas, 
Mrs. Russell Sage, on her way to California 
for a much-needed rest, made contributions 
to charity amounting to something like 
$150,000. Twenty thousand dollars were giv- 
en to one town for an orphanage and school ; 
$25,000 went to a hospital; $15,000 to a san- 
atorium; $15,000 to a school fund; while 
$1,000 went to each of a half-dozen hospitals 
and asylums over the state. 

—France is to adopt an old age pension 
system, a bill having already passed both 
chambers. It follows the German rather 
than the English plan and will affect about 
17,000,000 persons. The employers and em- 
ployees both contribute in yearly payments, 
and the state gives one-half the total. Pen- 
sions begin at the age of sixty-five. The 
highest possible pension is $82.50 a year, but 
this with the economical cost of living in 
France, will enable one to live. 


——Much has been done and will contin- 
ue to be done to improve the efficiency of 
the gas-engine. It is greatly in advance 
of the steam engine in regard to fuel 
It has been shown that the gas- 
engine, which was supposed to have attained 
thirty points out of fifty by the old stand- 
ard of efficiency, has really attained thirty 
out of a possible thirty-five. This leaves 
little room for improvement along this line 
so other parts of the machine will be im- 
proved upon.

——Glass bricks are coming into use in 
France because they are hygienic and of 
easy make. The new brick is supplanting 
the old brick in walls, pavements and side 
walks, flooring of bathrooms and _ hos- 
pitals, the waiting rooms of stations and 
places of similar character. In Hamburg 
they are used in meat markets, where they 
convey the impression of dazzling purity. 
In Milan the schools have adopted them be- 
cause being walled with glass bricks the 
rooms receive more light. 

— A “smoke _ tintometer,” which is 
thought may be of use in prosecuting cases 
of “smoke nuisance” has been recently in- 
vented by a Scotchman, Mr: John Lowden. It 
consists of a tube with a revolving dia- 
phragm in which are set five circles, one 
of clear glass and the other four tinted 
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glass, corresponding with the standard tints 
of a scientific “smoke chart.” In examin- 
ing smokedefiled air the diaphragm is 
turned until the tinted glass coincides in 
darkness with the air seen through the 
clear aperture. 





During the World’s Sunday-School 
Convention which is held in Washington, D. 
C., May 19-24, in addition to more than 2,000 
delegates from the United States and Can- 
ada, there will be more than 500 representa- 
tives from foreign lands, including from 250 
to 300 missionaries. All of these foreign 
delegates, including the missionaries, will be 
entertained free throughout the Convention 
by the church people of Washington. Visit- 
ors from the United States and Canada will 
provide their own entertainment. The com- 
mittee will seek to secure suitable accommo- 
dations and low rates. 

——tThere is a bill in Congress, introduced 
by Representative Wiley of New Jersey, 
which would require the Treasury Depart- 
ment to burn all paper money that it re- 
ceives aud issue none but new, clean notes. 
This is to be done for the public’s health 
and comfort. At Mr. Wiley’s request the 
chemists of the Agricultural Department 
made an examination of two $1.00 bills only 
ordinarily old and dirty. The chemist esti- 
mated that one contained 92,000,000 germs 
of various kinds, and the other 13,000,000. 
Among the germs were those of smallpox, 
scarlet fever. typhoid, diphtheria and tuber- 
culosis. 


——Thomas A. Forsyth is giving $2,000,- 
000 for a dental establishment in which the 
teeth of all Boston school children who are 
under sixteen years of age will be cared for 
without charge. Land has been purchased, a 
building will be erected, provided with every 
aid known to dental science, and the best 
of dentists will be employed. Mr. Forsyth 
believes that the care of each child’s teeth 
is important to health, long life, appearance 
and comfort. -While other rich men are en- 
dowing and building colleges and libraries, 
giving money to stamp out tuberculosis, can- 
cer and other ills, Mr. Forsyth has begun a 
good work for the health and comfort of the 
children and his example may be followed 
by wealthy men in other cities. 


——Thousands of people in New York 
City live in the twilight. In a block in Low- 
er Manhattan there was found a cellar con- 
taining twenty families. The basement a- 
partment in front consisted of three small 
rooms, one reasonably large and two small 
ones. One could not see comfortably to read 
by gas light for more than a few hours dur- 
ing the day in the large room. The other 
two rooms hardly receiving any light from 
the small windows opening on the foot of 
the shaft. These rooms were occupied by 
a man and his wife, four boarders and one 
boy, and later admitted that there were two 
more additional boarders, making nine oc- 
cupants in all. Of absolutely windowless 
rooms there were in Manhattan 36,825 and 
in Brooklyn 59,377. The total in all the bor- 
oughs was 101,117. In one place of three 
rooms, two of the rooms had windows mere- 
ly opening on the air shaft, where ten per- 
sons lived, and in this human pen six of 
these were children. Truly one half doesn’t 
know how the other half lives. ,

SUNDAY-SCHOOL LESSON FOR 
APRIL 3, 1910 


Introductory Suggestions 

With this lesson we begin the second peri- 
od of the great Galilean ministry, and the 
great lesson to be taught concerns the title, 
—viz.: The Power of Faith. 

The writer to the Hebrews gives us a good 
definition of faith, and then shows us its 
importance by saying that “without faith it 
is impossible to please God”. Then surely 
nothing can be more important than that, 
for the highest duty and privilege of life is 
to please God. 

Note the points of similarity and the points 
of difference in those four cases of healing. 

There is a “touch” of faith, but there is 
also a “touch” of superstition, and we have 
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need to be careful that we know the differ- 
ence, and have the right “touch.” 

Jesus said to the woman—*“Thy faith hath 
made thee whole”, not thy touch. Only the 
spiritual faculties can appropriate spiritual 
good. 

Christian workers may also learn that con- 
tact may impart power. The very presence 
of Jesus inspired men with confidence in 
all that was good, both for themselves and 
others. He was thus a Savior. Take note 
of the fact that Jesus did not want His 
miracles advertised, lest the demand for 
should interfere with His spiritual 
The power of faith is in some 
way related to the power that we have faith 
in. Some people have great faith in little 
things, while others are like the Scotch wom- 
an who said—‘“I am a woman of little faith, 
but I have a great God”. I think this is the 
hetter way. 

Perhaps the best of our faith is but touch- 
ing the hem of His garment. when if we 
could but touch Him, and have Him touch 
us, we should be made entire.

The Lesson 
“The Power of Faith” 


‘There are several illustrations in this les- 
son of the one dominant idea, “The power of 
faith." There is nothing more fundamen- 
tal to our life than faith. It is not con- 
fined to the limits of religious life, but we 
must exercise it in every department of our 
experience. Almost every transaction of 
our daily activities is an act of faith. There 
is no faculty of which we make more constant 
use. The whole fabric of our life is made up 
largely of trust and faith. After all there 
is but little that can be absolutely proved. 
We take a check, draft or bank-bill without 
knowing that they are genuine. We buy a tick- 
et to Chicago without knowing whether the 
road is the engineer is sane, or the 
conductor a reliable man. We talk wisely 
awhbout the sun, but we would make awkwara 

tk proving that there is one. We are 
aiways generalizing on a very meager amount 
of data in temporal matters. So, when we 
talk faith—faith in relig- 
ious things. “we are dealing with an inner 
impulse that we depend upon every day, the 
only difference being a difference as to the 
field in which that impulse works.” “It is 
the substance of things hoped for, the evi- 
dence of things not seen.” It is standing 
upon the verge of the known and groping in 
the realm of the unknown, just feeling our 
Wway—not seeing our way, as far as we can 
over the edge of the known into the vast 
space of the unknown. Nothing more is ask- 
ed here in spiritual matters than we are 
practicing every day in our life of expan- 
sion,—“It is only the men and women whose 
are sufficiently sensitive to the un- 
known, to be able to take in more than has 
vet been definitely found.” who are able to 
break through into the realms of faith and 
trust and get the coveted blessing.

FOUR ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE POWER OF FAITH 

The Ruler’s Faith. 

Jesus was yet in the house of Matthew, 
His new-found disciple. when the ruler of 
the synagogue came rushing into the midst 
of the throng and urged the Master to go 
with him to the dying bed-side of his twelve- 
year-old daughter, who was near death’s door. 
The other evangelists vary somewhat in their 
account of this story. The ruler fell at his 
feet and worshiped Him and begged of Him 
that He would come down to his house “and 
lay thy hand upon her and she shall! live.” 
That was a vital faith. That was stepping 
into the Jordan before the waters were 
parted. That was trusting God in the dark. 
That was reaching forward into the unex- 
plored, and feeling for that which he could 
not as yet see. Jesus left the multitudes and 
the feast in order to help this lonely man in 
trouble. What a lesson! He always responds 
to faith. How near are our sorrows to our 
joys, our gloom to our sunshine. He was at 
the feast and now hastens to the house of 
mourning. He meets a messenger who in- 
forms Him that the child is dead, and yet 
the Ruler has faith to believe that the life- 
giving Savior will be equal to the unusual 
situation. Conventionality is given a severe 
rebuke and the hired mourners are asked to 
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retire, while he alone with the family and 
Peter, James and John calls back to the body 
the spirit that had taken flight so recently. 

This incident is very suggestive. Jesus 
could not do many mighty works, unless he 
had an atmosphere in which he could work. 
The conditions must be the most favorable, 
even for the Master himself. Congregations 
need to learn that no man can preach with 
the fullest power, unless there is an atmos- 
phere surcharged with prayer. 

“The Woman's Faith” 

While on the way to the Ruler’s house, 
there waited another, who for twelve years 
had been in trouble and distress, but who 
had great faith in the infinite resources now 
within her reach. A woman, who had suf- 
fered for twelve years with some sort of a 
hemorrhage that would not yield to the or- 
dinary methods of treatment, and had grown 
worse and worse, came behind Him and just 
touched the hem, or tassel, of His garment 
in faith that she would receive virtue and 
power from Him and be restored. She had 
spent all her substance in her efforts to get 
healing but instead and now 
penniless and heart-sick, she arose to the 
sublime moment of her life and touched 
the fountain that always responds to child- 
like faith and love. She was deceived, it is 
true, when thought could receive 
power and virtue disassociated from His per- 
sonal consciousness and without His know- 
ledge. Her faith was possibly tinged with 
some superstition, and most assuredly with ig- 
norance, and yet it was great faith and re 
ceived an adequate answer. Her faith was 
not weak, but rather manifests the highest

type of trust, love and confidence. The 
slighter the finger-touch, the greater the 


faith that dared to suppose that the healing 
virtue which so slender a channel would con- 
vey, would be enough to cure that deeply- 
seated disease of years’ standing. 
The remedy was not in the garment, nor in 
the act, nor in the length of time occupied 
in securing the blessing, but rather it came 
as a result of the intensity of the belief and 
faith of the sufferer. It was not necessary 
that she even touch the garment; if her soul 
could but understand the meaning of the life 
with whom she was dealing, and the infinite 
fountain-head from which she was attempt- 
ing to draw, no medium would have been 
needed. 


The Blind Man’s Faith. 


As He was departing from the home of 
Jairus, He met two blind men who applied 
to Him for sight. There were two, because 
misfortune and suffering brings fellow suf- 
ferers together. They called Him “The Son 
of David.” They believed Him to be the 
promised Messiah. He let them follow Him 
some distance to test their earnestness and 
faith. Jesus always makes faith the criter- 
ion for healing. According to their faith, 
they received. According to our faith, the 
blessing and power come. When we have 
faith sufficient to believe that God will take 
the taste for drink, tobacco, or morphine 
away from us, it will go. Read “Twice 
Born Men.” It will strengthen your faith. 
When we have faith that believes that God 
can send us a revival of religion in our 
church, and then go to work for that end, it 
always comes. I have never seen it fail.

THE McCORDS’ RETURN 


It is rather more than a year since the 
return of the McCords to their Japan field 
began to be agitated. They were due to sail 
last August, but for financial and other rea- 
sons we found it impossible to get them off. 
The Mission Board at its October meeting 
decided that they should return April first, 
but the financial conditions have not been 
favorable at this time. In January the For- 
eign Mission Secretary visited the McCords 
in their Medway home to plan for the fu- 
ture. Probably our people are not generally 
acquainted with the fact that Mrs. McCord’s 
health was considerably shattered before she 
left Japan, and she has not been able to 
recuperate so rapidly as we had hoped since 
her return to America. In. fact, return to 
Japan at the earlier dates mentioned would 
have been very unwise. But now physicians 
assure us of Mrs. McCord’s complete recov- 
ery, and the family are ready to start for 
Japan. 

Another factor enters in. It being im- 
possible to get them off April 1, the next 
sailing date of the Pacific steamship on 
which they would go is near to summer, and 
they would land in Japan just as the hot 
weather begins, and hence would be unable 
to immediately undertake active work. Con- 
sidering all these facts, the Mission Board 
will allow the McCords to remain until after 
the Quadrennial Convention next October. 

Meantime they will break up their Med- 
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way home, and Bro. McCord will enter the 
field for the next six months. Our readers 
will be glad to know that he is already 
booked for a missionary address at the 
World’s Sunday-School Convention to be held 
in Washington in May. He will visit the 
Southern Christian Convention, and will be 
available for some conference visitation. He 


will spend most of his time among the 
churches. 
The Foreign Mission Secretary is au- 


thorized to ask for contributions for the 
return expense of Bro. McCord and his fam- 
ily, and the sum needed is about $1,500. We 
invite the parties who pledged for the same 
purpose last year to renew their pledges; 
and we are sure that many others will be 
glad to help make up that fund. Every let- 
ter we have received from Japan for months 
has been occupied more or less with the re- 
turn of the McCords. We do not realize 
how much they are needed. Let us make up 
this fund as soon as possible, that every- 
thing may be in readiness for the return im- 
mediately following the quadrennial.

BIBLE CONFERENCE FOR CHINA

America, Great Britain, Canada and Ger-

THRUSTING IN THE SICKLE IN 
MADRAS

I was giving eight days to an important 
mission for Hindus in Madras. We had a 
large hall, and over one thousand Hindus 
came out every night for a week to listen to 
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the gospel in their own tongue. The audi- 
ence was composed of the backbone of the 
Hindu community—the middle-class Sudras 
and Brahmins. Most mission work deals 
either with the depressed classes in the ver- 
nacular, or with students in English; but 
this mission was a new departure, working 
directly for the middle classes. Although 
there were two theaters competing on either 
side and an opposition Hindu meeting one 
hundred yards away, we managed to get a 
larger audience than any of them, with from 
800 to 1,200 listening to the gospel at one 
time. At first there was strong opposition 
from a tew Hindus, who tried to break up 
the meeting; stones were thrown on to the 
roof, and men tried to stampede the audi- 
ence. Whenever the stones began to fall, 
we had a trained singer who could command 
the audierpce and divert their attention in 
a moment, and as soon as quiet was restored 
we began preaching again. On the last night 
we conducted the meeting for three hours, 
the bulk of the audience remaining without 
going out for their evening meal. 

We passed cards to receive the names of 
inquirers, and 150 gave their names and ad- 
dresses as signifying that they were willing 
to test the claims of Christ, and to follow 
Him according to their conscience as exam- 
ple, friend, teacher, and Savior. The local 
committee of arrangements, with a perfect 
system of organization, not only planned for, 
but followed up the meetings, so that every 
inquirer was visited. I learn that some have 
already given their hearts to Christ, and 
have decided to embrace Christianity.—For- 
eign Mail.

WORLD MISSIONARY CONFERENCE 


The S. S. “Kroonland” is the official or 
Special World Missionary Conferenee Steam- 
er. It leaves New York, May 3ist, 9:00 a. 
m., arriving at Southampton June 9th, where 
special trains will be in readiness to take 
passengers either direct to Edinburgh or by 
a personally conducted route through Eng- 
land and Scotland.

to the Bureau. It is advisable to apply as 
early as possible, and if you cannot go by 
the Kroonland, the Bureau of University 
Travel will be glad to arrange your passage 
by some other steamer. It will also secure 
railway tickets to Edinburgh, and conduct a 
special tour across England, and provide 
hotel accommodations where and when nec- 
essary. It is almost equally important to se- 
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cure accommodations for the return trip. 
There will be no special discount on the re- 
turn trip.

OUR DAILY BREAD 
The Fall River (Mass.) Herald of March 
7. gives the following: 


In the series of sermons on the Lord's 
Prayer at the First Christian church, Dr. 
Summerbell spoke Sunday evening on “Give 
us this day our daily bread.” He said 
that after the spiritual things needful for 
the body were a legitimate object of prayer. 
the patriot who sacrifices his life in battle. 
the captain who sees that all the passengers 
are safe from the waves before he looks after 
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his own life, Jesus upon the cross, all testi- 
fied that there was something more important 
than the body in this life. Yet the body is 
x necessity as long as we are here. Our 
Christian. Science friends, without doubt 
pay too much attention to the health and: 
free from disease of body, yet do we pay 
enough attention, or do we treat it seriously? 
The laws of the body are the laws of God as 
much as any other laws. 

In the rescue mission, a true conversion 
not only means a change of mind, but clean 
clothes and clean bodies. A clean shirt has 
a tendency to go with a clean soul, if it is pos- 
sible. Hospitals, preventions of disease, good 
air, good water, good food, all have their 
place in the broader aspect of religion. For 
a fully-developed man, there must be physi- 
eal bread, intellectual food and _ religious 
spirit constantly renewed. To get religion 
once will no longer last all through life 
than to get a loaf of bread. Kept too long, 
it becomes stale and hard. 

The prayer is not “Give me this day my 
daily bread,” but “Give us our daily bread.” 
When men have not had bread, they have 
tried to answer this prayer, not by appealing 
to God, but to violence. You all remem- 
ber the question of the French princess, who 
when she heard the mob in the streets asked 
what was the matter and received the an- 
swer, “the people are crying for bread.” 
“Why don’t they eat cake?” asked the prin- 
cess. The Frenchmen cut off the heads of 
the nobles in order to get bread. In Eng- 
land. at the present time, they are trying 
to answer the question of how to tax in- 
creasingly the men who own land from sea 
to sea, but keep it simply for hunting and 
game. Poverty abounds in London, the 
greatest city of Christendom, and the cry is 
for bread. By peaceful legislation they hope 
to answer this prayer. 

To the Christian, all things should be sa- 
cred, not simply his religion, but his life 
and life’s activities. It may be a mill treas- 
urer has the: right to buy raw materials in 
the cheapest market, but does he have the 
right to buy the labor human being in the 
cheapest market? Does he have a right to 
pay wages to men and women regularly, 
which will hardly allow health of body, 
wealth of soul, or the happiness of a decent 
home? How dare this man pray “Give us 
this day our daily bread?” 

It may be a grand thing to have a boys’ 
club to take the place of the home, but 
when the day comes that every man who 
works will have a home of his own it will 
be a much grander day. It is certainly with 
a good spirit that John D. Rockefeller, Jr., 
will withdraw from much of business to take 
up the task of distributing in charity his 
father’s wealth. Yet a better day is coming, 
when charity will not be necessary, for a 
chance will come for every man to make his 
own life, earn his own living. Charity is 
only a makeshift. but a makeshift for the 
present, and now a necessity. 

If a man will not work, neither should 
he eat, be he rich or poor. The millennium is 
on the way when we can pray to God, that 
is, use what God has given us, our bodies, 
our minds, our talents, to earn our own daily 
bread. What more does a man want, or 
have a right to expect. 

God answers this prayer when we work 
for it. And that is the only way he an- 
swers any prayers. Let us have greater 
faith in Him, which means greater faith 
in His universe.

To the HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY : 


Work is presenting itself for organization 
in two other states like work of the Iowa 
State Bible Society organized here in Iowa 
nearly three years since. 


And feeling that work can well go on 
here without me, I shall positively resign 
us secretary and undertake the task of or- 
ganizing in another state. If there is any 
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brother among our people who wants hard 
work and lots of fun overcoming in every 
new community and city, and has the mis- 
sion of reaching people from all parts of 
Southern Europe and even from Asia with 
the Word in their own language, I would be 
glad to hear from him at once. 

Even a strong faith in the work and faith 
in people may be tried, but faith and work 
and comprehensive systematic plans com- 
mend themselves. We have no money in 
the treasury, because we use it all up sup- 
plying Austrians, Italians, Bohemians, 
Greeks, Assyrians and all classes with the 
Word of Life. 

The work in every city is first explaining 
the work in the churches, getting ministers 
to sign a commendation of work asking peo- 
ple to help make churches life members of 
society. Next a work must be done in 
poorer part of city supplying the Word. It 
must be supplied along railroads to men 
working on road bed and living in box cars 
and in “shacks,” and to homes in mining 
camps. Then men seeing your good work 
must be induced to give for the cause. Then 
a Bible Supply Committee needs to be or- 
ganized with at, least three in each church 
in city to manage volunteer workers in keep- 
ing all classes furnished with the Bible in 
their own language. - 

Ministers just organized a County Bible 
Supply Committee here in Boone to-day. One 
organized in another city last week. 

Money is more easily raised in some cities 
for the state work one year and two years 
after that particular city has been worked. 

In closing let me say there is no beef 
without bones, no trees without knots, nor 
seas without rocks. 

Directors vote a good salary, but there is 
no art by which you can draw it until in 
the treasury. And you surely cannot get 
it there until you earn it. 

The consciousness of doing something to 
bless—something from which others shrink 
because of the task is a compensation be- 
yond the measure of money.
